A MIDNIGHT HORROR. 


A Hundred and Ffty Lives Lost by 
the Explosion of Gas In a 
Mine at Pocahontas, Va. 


The Report Like the Rumbling of An 
Earthquake Followed By a 
Clap of Tiiuuder. 


A Few Horribly Burned and Mangled 
Bodies Recovered, But the Work 
of Rescue Slow, 


Fire and Afterdamp in the Mine Ren¬ 
dering Entrance Extremely 
Dangerous. 


DETAILS OF THE DISASTER. 


Lynchburg, Va., March 13.—A special 
from i’oeabontas this morning says an ex¬ 
plosion occurred in tho cool mines there lost 
night at 12:30 o'clock, and from 120 to 150 
miners were killed. 

1 P- m.—N o further particulars have yet 
been received of tho explosion in the coal 
mines at Pocahontas, Va. Great confusion 
prevail* there, and accurate information can 
not bo had before evening. A special train 
with surgeons on tioard left this city for the 
scene of the explosion at 10:15 o'clock this 
morniug. 

•Further intelligence from Pocahontas rep¬ 
resents the work of destruction at tho coal 
mines os horrible aud complete. There 
were 150 men iu the mine at the time of the 
explosion, not one of whom is believed to 
have escaped. Those not killed outright by 
the terrible force of the explosion most likely 
perished from after damp. 

The cause of the explosion has not yet been 
definitely ascertained, as the entrance to the 
mine is full of l»ad air, but the presumption 
is that one of the miners struck a fissure of 
gas. 8-veral parties ventured into the 
mines this morning, but could not long en¬ 
dure tbo foul atmosphere. A number of 
bodies were discovered 

HORRIBLY MANGLED, 

some of them with the heads tom from tho 
trunk* nnd other* with their limb* all gone, 
presenting an appalling spectacle. The 
work of destruction was not confined 
entirely to tho interior of tho mines, 
but houses two or three hundred feet 
removed from the mines were overturned 
and in several instances entirely demolished. 
The largo ventilator of the .Southwest Im¬ 
provement Company was biown to atoms, 
and the mines can uot be entered until an¬ 
other is constructed for the purpo^ of free¬ 
ing tho atmosphere from the suffocating 
fumes. This work is now progressing speed¬ 
ily. A lnrge force is engaged on the outside 
of the mines constructing coffins and per¬ 
fecting other arrangements for the inter¬ 
ment of the dead miners, most of w hom are 
foreigners. 

The latest intelligence is that an exploring 
party entered the mine a short distance and 
brought out six bodies in a 

FRIGHTFULLY MUTILATED CONDITION. 

There is no hope that any will be rescued 
alive. The mine in which the disaster oc¬ 
curred iskuon u as tho Flat-top mine, and is 
situated in tho Dorlhnast portion of Tazewell 
county, at the base of Fiat-top mountains, 
which divide that section of Virginia from 
West Virginia. The company working the 
mine is known a* the Southwest Virginia 
Improvement Co., but the mines are really 
under the control of the Norfolk and West- 
t*m Railroad Co., who have a branch road 
of tho Now river division running from 
New river to Pocahontas, about sixty miles. 
John C. Ilsey, of Pennsylvania, is President 
of the Improvement Company, and Win. 
A. I^ithrop, Superintendent. The mines 
are comparatively new, having been in ac¬ 
tive opera lion a little over a year, • From 
500 to <100 hands are employed, and a large 
quantity of coal is being taken out. 

It is impossible to get a detailed account of 
the explosion at Pierrepont's mine, as every¬ 
thing is in the utmtx-t confusion. The tele¬ 
graph operator there has been on duty two 
nights, and is unable to haodlo the business 
of the office. Pressing telegram* for pan ic- 
ulars receive no mpon-so. Another operator 
was sent there to-night. A telegram re¬ 
ceived at 9 o'clock to-night says the whole 
east mine was 

SHATTERED BY THE EXPLOSION, 
and everything in the front or main entrance 
was demolished. Both the mine engines are 
safe, but most of the mine cars were 
completely wrecked. Fire is now seen 
at tho mouth of the mine, and no 
one can enter. The fan house and 
fan uro total wrecks, aud as soon 
as it is repaired effort* w ill bo made to go 
into the mine. Everything possible is be¬ 
ing doue to roach the victim*. A party of 
experienced miners, under charge of Col. 
George Dodds, from the Coalfield mines 
Chesterfield county, passed through Lynch¬ 
burg tins morning, aud will arrive at Picrre- 
ponl’sat midnight. The meu in the mines 
are mostly Hungarians. A number of 
negroos from this city aud the surrounding 
section are also employed there, and the ex¬ 
citement here is consequently very great. 
What effect the disaster will have on 
the operations of tho mines can only be 
conjectured until the full extent of the dam¬ 
age is known. Tho mines have not been long 
opened, but the company had gotten well 
uuder way aud were supplying a large sec¬ 
tion of country with coal. Tho prospect was 
most encouraging. A Urge coaling station 
for the supplying of ocean steamer* was in 
course of construction at Norfolk. While the 
accident will have the effect of retarding 
work at the minoa;, it is not believed it will 
cause a permanent discontinuance, as a great 
deal of money bo* beeu expended there by 
the Northern capitalist* composing the South¬ 
west Improvement Company. 

THE LATEST INTELLIGENCE 
from the explosion at Pocahontas mine is 
that about 150 men were killed. The acci¬ 
dent was caused by the men going too far 


with lamp*. All the machinery was 
wrecked. Effort* are making to recover the 
bodies, but in consequence of the after-damp 
very little progress is made. A reliof train 
with physicians and explorers has gone to 
the sceue of the accident from Petersburg. 
A telegram received there asks that safety 
lamps be sent to Pocahontas at on<5e to facil¬ 
itate the work of recovering the bodies. The 
scenes in the vicinity of the disaster are 
heartrending in the extreme. 

A midnight telegram from Pocahontas is 
a* follows: The night relief went into the 
mines at the usual hour last night, 150 
strong. A little after midnight the town was 
startled from its sleep by a report that sound¬ 
ed like the rumbling of an earthquake,follow¬ 
ed by a clap of thunder. Soon a messenger 
came from the mines, three-fourths of a fhile 
away, with tbe information to the Superin¬ 
tendent that tboro had been a terrible explo¬ 
sion there. The Superintendent and others 
went to tho mines at once. The scene pre¬ 
sented was indescribable. 

WORDS COULD NOT CONVEY 
the faintest idea of the destruction wrought 
in a few short seconds. Signs of it were 
plainly visible on every hand. The entrance 
to the main shaft was entirely torn out and 
scattered pell-mell for hundreds of feet. 
The little train track was torn and 
twisted and tho shapeless timber and ties 
mixed in confusion all around. The 
cars were taken up bodily, torn in twain and 
their iron wheels broken and shapeless. 
They were thrown three and four hundred 
feet away. Tbe ridge and timber on tho 
ridge opposite this drift were a blackened 
picture to the summit 000 feet away. 

A search mg party found a pair of shoes 
that had been blown to tho summit of 
the ridge, and a mule was found 
at the same place, twisted into an indescriba¬ 
ble shape. Tbe second entrance to tbe mine 
presented a similar appearance to the first. 
At this point lived a Hungarian farmer by 
the name of Giossee, whose house was shiv¬ 
ered almost to atom*, but, wonderful to re¬ 
late, the iuiuates escaped without serious 
injury. 

At the entrance of tbe fan tunnel stood 
the company's large ventilator, which, with 
the house around it, was swept entirely 
away, leaving the engine standing on its 
foundation and all shattered and broken, 
with tho pipes twisted and forced. Tbe force 
of tho explosion must have been terrific. 
Rocks were throwu through tbe work 
shop*, aud every object that stood in its 
direct course was forced into the air and 
demolished. Several workmen in the shops 
wore seriou»ly injured. The shops them¬ 
selves as well as the locomotive house were 
leveled with tbe ground. 

OF ONE HUNDRED AND FIFTY MEN 
in the mine at the timo of the explosion not 
one has returned to the surface up to this 
hour (midnight) to tell tbe story of tho ca¬ 
lamity. There i* no probability that a single 
soul survive*. Parlies w ho ventured into the 
mine this morniug discovered several mangled 
bodies, one of which was identified as that of 
M. L. Hampton, the night foreman, who 
leaves a wife and large family. The car- 
peators and laborers, after much suffering 
and sickness, succeeded this evening in erect¬ 
ing a fan, aud it is hoped tbe removal of the 
dead cau begin fcome time to night, though 
the smell from the mine is still sicken¬ 
ing and suffocating. About 35 Hun¬ 
garian* are among tho victims. Tbe 
others aro colored men and white 
miners from this State and Pennsylvania. 
It is pretty well conceded that the expl*> 
bion was caused by fire-damp, though it is 
inexplicable bow a horizontal coal vein 
above tho water level could contain so much 
explosive gas. The churches and houses at 
Pocahontas are draped in mourning, and 
business is entirely suspended.

Memphis, March 13.—To-day Col. G. P. 
M. Turner, Attorney General of Shelby 
county, editor of the Memphis Scimitar, nnd 
an eagle orator of Tennessee, was arraigned 
in the Police Court on a charge of drunk and 
disorderly nnd assault aud battery. Turner 
got sumptuously drunk, aud wont to a 
tony house of ill-fame on Gayoao street. He 
whs placed iu the room of ono of the women, 
but immediately began to raise a row. Ho 
yelled out: “1 am G. P. M. Turner, bravest 
of the brave. 1 make laws, and am Attor¬ 
ney General of tbe Criminal Court of 8bel- 
by county.** 

He became more and more violent, and 
said there were minors in tho house, and he 
was going to find them. He kicked at tho 
doors, dashed one of tbe women against a 
w all, and tried to kick in some of tbe doors. 
He mounted to the top of tbe stairs to 
clean out the whole establish meat, w hen 
he reeled and fell to the bottom, bruising 
himself terribly and beeomiug unconscious. 
Tbe women bathed hi* face aud brought him 
to, but he again became so violent that a 
policeman had to be called in. He was taken 
to the station-house, where ho coiled all the 
police by tbe foulest names ui bis vocabulary, 
and had to be locked up in tbe drunkard’s 
cell. 

His defonse in the Police Court this morn¬ 
ing was that be bad beeu drugged by one of 
the very meu trying to get him home. Jle 
brought no evidence to sustain him, and 
Judge Hadden fined him $50 and hound him 
over to tho grand jury. 

Turner is a man of unrivaiei gab and 
took a prominent part in tho late campaign 
for Governor, and recently w as a delegate 
from Memphis to the River Convention. 
He is a dangerous demagoguo nnd vulgarian 
aud prince of rowdies, drunk or sober. This 
is only one of a series of similarly disgrace¬ 
ful episodes, which hitherto unfortunately 
have beeu suppressed. He will probably bo 
removed from office.

TILDEN TALKS. 


A Correspondent Visits tha Sage of 
Grammercy, and, After De¬

New York,. March 13.—The attitude ot 
Mr. Tilden before the Cuming Democrmlia 
convention has beeu the subject of much dis¬ 
cussion and comment by both parties. It is 
generally conceded that, were ho to allow 
tbe use of his name, his nomination would 
become a certainty. It would be practically 
unauimous; therefore, his view^s on tbe sub¬ 
ject have been watched for with much in¬ 
terest. On this question be to-day ex¬ 
pressed himself to your correspondent, 
and his word* are positively thot he 
will uot allow the use of hk 
rmroe lief ore the convention. To ascertain 
his views I to-day called at his Now York 
hotel. 

Gramercy is probably the best known park* 
of its size in the world. It ouly occupier 
a couple of squares, and small squares al 
that, and in iteclf has nothing that would 
recommend it for interest or attraction. A 
faded and dead gross covers it* 
surface, and a few trees, evidently 
the worst off after tbe rigor* 
of a winter lend a smiling charm to what 
would otherwise bo an almost painfully va¬ 
cant spot. But the v idcspreod beauty 
not only of tbe place is due not only to the 
park itself, but to tho surroundings, and 
more particularly to the fact the mo»t prom¬ 
inent of those is the house of Samuel J. Til- 
den. A most ordinary observer 
can at once point out this man¬ 
sion, when he understands that he 
wants the handsomest structure on the 
square. It was thus that 1 easily found it 
to-day. It is carved, browu-stone front 
and stand* in magnificent grandeur com¬ 
pared with its less imposing neighbors. Just 
at tbe top of tbe wide stem* steps a small 
mat with “15 Gramercy Park*' locates the 
place, and a step further a larger one i* 
noticed, almost covering the marble floor of 
the vestibule, and bearing the simple name, 
“.Samuel J. Tilden,” giving conclusive proof 
of the fact that 1 was at tbe portal* of tbe 
door of the sage of Gramercy Purk. 

1 was asked into tho parlor, aud white, a* 
I supposed, my candidature for admission 
into tho presence of tbo great statesman was 
being considered, I was left to admire tho 
maguificout equipui ml of tho room in which 
I sat. A marble Lust of tho ex-Goveruor 
adorns the farthest corner from the door, 
aud diagonally across w u a most exquisitely 
sculptured statue of “Flora." Two cases on 
tbo side* of an elab«*rateU* carved mantel of 
satinwcod are well filled with volume*, 
mostly such os are to be found in a parlor, 
and numberless pieces of bric-a-braclc cover 
both cases aud mantel. Tbe wall* are 
beautifully frescoed mid in rich conformity 
with the furniture nnd a well-worn velvet 
carpet. 1 was alone fora few minutes and 
wondered what was tho real condition of tbe 
man who had been so generally pictured as 
bciug at death’s door. I placed myself in 
the attitude of the thousands whose [concep¬ 
tions have been made wholly from report. Jl 
must have necessarily, therefore, expected to 
have been carried to the bedside of an in¬ 
valid. or to find him ensconced in tho easy 
chair of a paralytic. 

Imagine my surprise, on hearing footsteps 
in the hallway, to see os I turned Mr. Tilden 
himself advancing toward me. Trtio his step 
was nut characterized with the easy move¬ 
ments of one in his prime: nor, ou the other 
hand, did it strike me as being more feeble 
than could l« expected from ono who had 
turned his three score and ten. 'Hie nervous 
prostration which a life of exertion has 
caused showed itself iu the tremor of his 
band: but hi* eyes, tbo windows of his brain, 
w ere far more dear and steady than those 
of nine-tenths of men who bavo as yet but 
turned their sixties. Ho wore a plain 
cloth suit. His collar tilted closely 
around his neck. His hair was 

brushed back from his forehead, 
and when ho leaned towanl me I felt when 
I saw his calm and steady glance that the 
magnitudo of tho mind before me overshad¬ 
owed even the frail body which held it. The 
report of his brother Henry’s death at New 
Letianon had reached him but this morning, 
und though bis voice was scarcely above a 
whisper, vet it carried with it tho emotion 
which Ailed him. He spoke tenderly 
of his brother, and though his 
death had been expected, yet it shocked 
him. I sat near him as he »>poko that J might 
retch his word*, for his utterance wo* feeble 
and scarcely audible at a short distance, 
through some trouble with the throat. But 
the comparatively strong man whom I sat 
before had agreeably surprised mo in that be 
moved with cose, certainly portraying not 
the characteristic* of a confirmed invalid. 
His conversion was quick, and he soemed 
to take much interest in the subjects of which 
he spoke. 

"No. I am not so bad as I have been pic¬ 
tured. 1 ’ said he in reply to my expression of 
surprise as to his health. "1 am feeble and 
prostrated from u life of exertion, but my 
doctors are positive that my vital organs aro 
perfectly *ound. Oh, no: I am being made 
worse than I really am.” 

I touched politics incidentally nnd told him 
of tbe strong sentiment in tho South for his 
renomination. 

It was almost humorous os he leaned to 
mo and ■nullugly said: "We are all against 
the old ticket in this house. " 

"But the general verdict of the party now 
seems to point to tho certainty of its rcnoaii- 
nation at Chicago.** 

"Yes, and I appreciate it; but I will not 
allow the uso of my mime. I know that I 
reformed the politics of Now York t*n years 
ago. I was more then than now. It would 
be a 'herculean task to undertake to reform 
matters now of the General Government 
after twenty years of misrule nnd misman¬ 
agement. Corruption has become fixed, aud 
the most vigorous efforts will be necessary 
to eradicate it. I do not feci that rnv 
condition would allow me to cope 
with it. In iuy letter four years ago I 
stated why I would not allow tho 
use of my name. It was discredited for tho 
same reasons I now urge. They have be¬ 
come stronger, for 1 am four year* older, 
aud am more infirm now than then. I would 
urge that the idea bo discontinued, for it 1 * 
not right that I should undertake to do that 
which 1 am physically unable to do.” 

"Whom, than, Uo you consider the most 
available mnu for tho Democracy?’ 

Hr slowly shook hi* head ns be replied: 
"Wsll, I don’t know. Hoadly is a good 
man. His strength to the Western States 
would add great lv to Ins chances of success. 
With the German voter he is very papula* 
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rod ha would prov* generally neceptable. 
l nVAo would be strong and could make a 
splendid race. And Randall is an admira¬ 
ble man and who would serve hi# party nud 
nnd country faithfully. M

Despite a protest by Miller, of Newr 
York, about displacing work on tho calen¬ 
dar, the bill was taken up ut half-post 13. 
Mr. Maudersou led off with a speech 
which place# him in tho flint rank 
of orators tn tho Senate. It was a well 
prepared argument against the measure. 
The Senator has a well-trained musical voice 
w hich he employs to good advantage and 
with the greatest elocutionary skill. The 
audience were in sympathy with him from 
tho start, and rewarded him with a hearty 
round of applaii#o when he finished. 

He pointed out that the bill touched upon 
dangerous ground. It was not only 
n usnrpatiou of the judicial power, but of 
the pardoning and appointing power of 
the Executive. The cuao against Porter 
must have been strong, ho >uid, when 
Abraham Lincoln, who hnd the kindest 
heart that ever beat in human breast, said: 
"I have read every word in the record, aud 
I toll you Fit* John Porter is guilty, and 
ought to be shot." 

Lincoln made thin remark to his former 
law pnitner, Leonard Swett, of Chicago. 
Hubert T. Lincoln also testified before the 
Advisory Board that be hnd heard his father 
suy lie believed Porter guilty and deserved 
MMiteuce of denth. 

The greatest interest was ovineed when 
Logan arose. He plunged at once into the 
subject in his own sledge-hammer fashion. 
Hi* voice gnve out 1 cfore he had spoken 
flfteen minute#, and Jim Christie had to sul>- 
slitiite a seltzer lemonade for the glass of 
water on his desk. To further ease the irri¬ 
tation in his bronchial tubes, the 
£eimtjr munched lump sugar at inter¬ 
vals. A backing cough, followed 
by haoh, grating exploration, interfered 
seriously with the smoothness of his argu¬ 
ment. The galleries seemed to enjoy tho 
speech, despite th-so shortcomings. A hearty 
laugh followed Logan*# every rally. At 
one point there was a round of applause, 
w hich crushed the nroterbial dignity of the 
Heimte l.kc an avalanche. It was with the 
utmost difficulty that Mr. Frye, who was In 
ttie chair. Could suuira >n up rv»uiution 
vimugb to warn the audiem e that demonstra¬ 
tion .*r applause would be followea by tho 
nrnst of the offender*. This threat kept 
their enthusiasm down, *o lar as ciapnmg 
of Hand# wa* Concerned, but it did not pre¬ 
vent an uproarious laughter when occaslo.i 
scorned to call fur it. At the very outlet 
Logan commented on the attitude of the 
Democratic »ide of the chamber on the bill. 

"it is perfectly natural." he said, "that 
those* who engaged in icdwllion against the 
Government, w hen the\ fail of mccvu, and 
have theniseivcs bcfii purdoned, should, 
witlioai an examination of the evidence, 
Kvnijmthixe wltn those who were dismiss*1 
fnnu theservU-e of thu Uuited .State# during 
ttie war. Whyf Because they say wu have 
Ijven fuigiven, and tiierefore t^ill forgive 
everybody else, no matter whether crimlual# 
or uot. That sympathy, let ins sav, ought 
not to go lo the violation of the great princi¬ 
ple that underlies tne very structure of 
armlet, their iliscipliue and orfaaixatlon." 

in© Senator taen ruvi>*w«*d at lepgth the 
military aspects < f ibe cas.«, and contended 
that Porter never intended to obey the or¬ 
der-* sent him bv Pope. 

"I charge," cried the #peak©r. "I chnrge, 
and defy contradiction. that Fitx Jtthn Por¬ 
ter was the cause of toe lo&sof tho And batrlu 
of Bull Run, and refused to flgbt in tbu 
Second.” 

It wa* this exclamation that elucited tbo 
npplnust) which Frye hn l to chock by threats. 
Gen. Logan went int * the details of the light 
aud made hi* equally familiar cotumeut* 
thereon. 

Mr. Conger wauled to annul tho bill so a* 
to place Porter on a "retired” bit. Ho was 
too late in proposing it, but got a chance to 
say. in a way which convulsed th© galleries: 
' My object whs not to bring disgrace ujxm 
the retired list and to uini.e a separate list 
for this class of cases.”

Mr. Hawley, of Connecticut, forsecitig a 
scene of confiiiiou, which tuight o^am 
jeopardize the dignity of the Seuate, moved 
to go int:j» executive t*e*#ion. 

The luotiou w as carried and the gallories 
cleared. 

It wa* found In the secret session that tho 
preamble to the bill whkh recites the Action 
of the court martial and advisory board had 
not been agreed to.

Conger, who denounced tho closing of the 
galleries n» ou outrage. Wbeu th© doors ro- 
opened Mr. Conger exproised hi# indignation 
iu still more forcible term*.

nacing protest* from the Republican#, who, 
as usual, wanted more time, and upon fail 
ingtogetit they began with dilatory mo¬ 
tions, and continue 1 these tactics until 5 
o'clock, when, upon the motion of Town- 
*bend, the House adjourned. 

The paragraph provoking this action on 
the |«n of the Republicans U tbo one pro¬ 
posing a loss than the usual rate for railway 
mall service to those railroad# subdUixed by 
the Govurnuiout.

I a» 
sure you that more years than you mink will 
pa*-* over your head* before you have the 
confidence of the American people." Thi* 
wo# ntt ad of injustice, Mr. Login 
assorted. not onhr to the army 
but to ail the loyal peopf© of the country; an In¬ 
justice to the memory Of the 1 tilth mi dead; an 
injustice to Abraham Lincoln and tho«o u»*o- 
ciuiod with him. Tbo#© wno were friend* of the 
Uulon in the hour of it# trial, should not falter 
now in it# time of triumph. While every dav 
poor crippled.officer* w-rc applying to tho Mili¬ 
tary Commute* to l* put on the’rerlred list and 
could not succeed, were we to put this rnan Por¬ 
ter there; and while faithful, wounded soldiers 
were receiving a paltry penrloo of f* a month, 
how could the benata pas# a bill to giv© a salary 
of S-I.oou a year to a lusu wno in the hour of 
nrril had failed to perform a duty to his country?

11© ussorted 
that Boston and Chicago were th© only self-sus¬ 
taining free-dHIvpry offices in Mansaehuseus nnu 
llllnoi*, respecriveljr. The Democratic ciries of 
New York and Chicago were sustaining the free- 
delivery si stem in tho Republican State* of Col¬ 
orado. Ne rusk a, Rhode island ar>d Maine. 

Mr. DAVIS 1 111 1 said Chicago bail no Demo¬ 
cratic Representative ©looted as such to the

OTHER FOREIGN NEWS. 


London, March 13.—A Suakim dispatch 
dated to-day says that thu rebel* opened tire 
on Gen. Graham's forces at 1 o’clock this 
morning. The British forces ut once Conned 
to repel a charge, but no attack came. The 
men wert* thereupon ordertsl to Ho down 
again. The lire of Tba rebels continued all 
mgbt, but tho British did not reply. One 
officer and two men wero wounded ami ono 
man killed. The fighting began at day¬ 
break. Tho infantry and artillery com¬ 
pletely routed tfco enemy from thoir pits and 
trenches. Tho battle had not lasted more 
than half an hour when tho victory of tho 
British wan mad*.- certain. 

A dispatch from Gen. Graham, dated 
"Osman lJigma’s camp, March 13, 11:10 A. 
M .” says: The camp of the enemy lias been 
taken after bal'd fighting since S o’clock this 
morning. Over 70 British were killed and 
100 wounded. The bivouac last night was 
exceedingly unpleasant. The Arabs Kept up 
a persistent fusilude till Just before day 
break. The bright moonlight rendered ob¬ 
jects distinctly vibiblo at a long distance, but 
prevented the enemy attempting a sudden 
onset. The rebel* directed thetr fire especi¬ 
ally toward tho hospital wagons, which were 
conspicuous iu the moonlight. The sur¬ 
geons and Gcu. Graham's stall officers had 
many narrow escapes. At sunrise a Gardener 
gun and a uine-puundor wero turned against 
the rebels, who were within 1,300 yards of 
the British position, and afforded a most ex¬ 
cellent target. Tho Arabs were soon com¬ 
pelled to retiro to tbeir main position near 
the Tamar wells. Col. Stewart ’* cavalry 
arrived at 6:30 and took a position on the 
British left, so as to turn the enemy's right. 

The British forces advanced in two brig¬ 
ades which wero thrown into the form of 
squares. A aeries of encounters followed. 
Soon after leaving Sariba the great body of 
rebels charged the leading square, spearing 
many British sailors inside. The equare im¬ 
mediately closed up and the rebels were re¬ 
pulsed with great slaughter. The advance 
was again resumed when immense hordes 
rushed upon the British from both sides. A 
terrible struggle ensued. The Arabs fought 
with the greatest pluck and bravado, but 
nearly all wero killed. The second brigade 
met with obstinate resistance, and was at 
one time repulsed. The Gatling and Gar¬ 
diner guns fell into tho hands of the rebels 
and were only recovered after a severe fight, 
when the British likewise gained possession 
of tho rebel camp. 

Gen. Graham has taken quarters, for the 
present, in the camp from which Osman 
Ligma and the rebel hosts were driven. The 
enemy fought most stubbornly. The battle 
was much heavier than the engagement at 
Teh. The sailors, the Black Watch regi¬ 
ment and York and Lancaster regiment suf¬ 
fered the heaviest losses. 

A dispatch from Suakim says the enemy 
was enabled to \re netrate the second square 
and capture, by tbeir movements, the guns 
of the Black Watch regiment, which ad- 
rauced impetuously and broke ranks. A 
number of tho rebels still hover around the 
ramp and fire when the cattle are being 
watered. The native guides bolted when the 
square was broken. Further lighting is im¬ 
probable. The battle raged two and a half 
hours. The rebel loss is estimated at 4,(XX) 
killed and 6,000 wounded. The Hussars 
have made a forward movement and cut off 
the rebels' retreat to Sinkat, who hope to have 
the families massacred m the garrison. 

A Suakim dispatch gives the following 
further particulars of tho battle: The reb¬ 
els, under cover of the smoke, cropt close up 
t<> me British lines, and dashed against tbo 
marines and the Bixty-tiftb and Black 
Watch regiments, throwing themselves up¬ 
on the bayonets of the British, and giving 
and receiving fearful wounds. Great confu¬ 
sion ensued. The Sixty-fifth began to re¬ 
treat, crowding upon the marines, when all 
became inextricably mixed. 

Gen. Grubrnu and staff did tboir utmost to 
rally the men, retreating 800 yards to en¬ 
able them to reform. Assistance from the 
other brigade prevented a serious disaster. 
There Were many narrow escapes among the 
officers. The horse of Gen. Butler was shot 
from under him. Thu pluck shown by the 
rebels is unexampled. 

The Queen lias telegraphed Gen. Graham 
her congratulations upou yesterday's vic¬ 
tory. The Government has received con- 
gratulutiuns upon tho victory from the for¬ 
eign Embassies in tandem. 

The Monti ,»;/ Post says it understands that 
Baker Pasha will shortly l*e reinstated in the 
British army with the rank of Major General.

UR. LUNSFORD P. YANDELL. 

Tbc death of Dr. Lun*Fo*i> P. Y an dell 
would ni auv time have been felt a* a public 
bereavement. Dying now, in the vigor of 
lii& manhood. In the plenitude of hit* pow¬ 
er, with his mind strengthened and deep- 
cued and disciplined by faithful study and 
by the stern experiences of life faithfully 
met—dying now when beat understood and 
best prepared for the exacting labors of 
liis profession, bis death is to thousands a 
personal misfortune, uud to the public a 
loss irrepnrublc. *‘Oh, man, greatly be¬ 
loved, go thou thy way till the end. for thou 
shalt rest and stand in thy lot at the cud 
of the days.’* 

This is not the place to express, could 
wools express, that sense of personal be- 
reavemeut which weighs heavily on so 
many. Dr. Yakdell’ 6 character was so 
marked and strong, he was such a force 
in this community, that he .was not simply 
a pnvute citizen. Here he studied in his 
youth; here he struggled in his early man 
hood; here he made friends, who to day 
rise up and call him blessed, and, alas 
for poor human nature, enemies whom 
death bus silenced, and here he won that 
high positiou in his profession uud in the 
esteem of his fellow-citizens which unv 
one might envy. 

Dr. Yandell dies in his 4?th year, ripe 
for much labor, and well worthy that love 
aud confidence which la labor’s best re¬ 
ward. Looking forward hopefully, cheer 
fully, confidently to years of service in the 
cause of science, lu the cause of humanity, 
which true science ever serves, the sum- 
m*»ns came. But death', imperative, im¬ 
placable, irreconcilable, can not take the 
best part of him. lie lives, and his works 
do follow him. He lives in the memory 
of his friends; bo lives in the gratitude of 
Umbo whom be served; he lives in the 
words be has written, in the records of his 
studies, experiments and investigations. 
This U a heritage invaluable, inestimable, 
aud as we consider it, and more, as we 
test it by all true and just standards, it will 
*• om all the brighter and better. 

The characteristics which won b;m ad¬ 
miration and confidence hern among us 
were the same which on the field of brittle 
brought him distinction—courage, decision, 
determination hml uu unswerving devotion 
to his duty us he saw It. By courage wo 
mean something more than the physical 
trait which is so common, something more 
Unm even that courage called moral, 
which is rarer; we mean a fearless follow 
iug of his convictions without weighing 
consequences, ami a cheerful, unmurrnur- 
ing payment of all the penalties of such a 
course, lie was the soldier of science, not 
with boosting aud vain glorying, but with 
a questioning humility that seemed at 
li i s paradoxic d. 

. To this courage he added a gentleness 
of demeanor, a certain courtlv grace of 
nuuner. that wus irresistible. Ho had ail 
the advantages of un imposing appear¬ 
ance. tall, straight and well built; in physi¬ 
cal proportions he was one in u thousand 
The very type of his manhood was at va¬ 
riance with all things mean or ungenerous; 
nature does uot cast ignoble men in such a 
mold. 

Dr Yandki/l sought to know nature 
und nature’s laws heller; to give her 
beneficent forces free course. In his 
teachings and in hi* practice, by precept 
nml example, he was ever siiyiug: *‘Prove 
all things; hoi 1 fast to that which is 
g‘*od. M 

He delighted in nature and all her 
works. Us studied nature in uli her 
aspects. Ho found "tongues in trees, 
b»*uk« lu running brooks, sermons in 
siones und good iu everything.'' It was 
n*»t a mere dilcttnutelsin, an out door 
afcihericiaiu; it was u love firm anti abiding, 
manifested in hour* and years of exhaust¬ 
ive study and tireless investigation. 

Dr Yandell wits a good worker; work 
when lu health Was bin delight. So devoted 
m is lie to nU of his pursuits that he fol¬ 
lowed them earnestly uud zealously even 
when pain weakened his physical power 
and mud ©labor ton time* more difficult. 
During the pntA six years he has been a 
sufferer, subject to attacks which caused 
InleiiMj agony, yet his energies never 
dogged, and the** last days w ere his best 
days'. Many limes has lie passed the long 
night l»y the bedside of a patient, seeking 
to alluviate a pum not computable to what 
he wits enduring 

Everv successive stage of his journey 
opened to him larger fields of usefulness; 
made him reulizu how much was yet un 
done, until, strong lu the fnltli that he hud 
his own work to do, he said: ‘1 sbuii not 
die yet.” Said a frieud once to A.rnaiim>: 
"Why do you not rest sometimes?" 
"Kerff,” lie answered; "why should l rest 
here? Have 1 nqt an eternity to rest in?" 
This was the spirit of unrest which pos¬ 
sessed Dr. Lunsford Yandlll. 

We speak thus of him for the encourage* 
mem of those who follow him afar oil, 
f'»r the young men, his pupils, for those 
In other vocations, urging them to emu¬ 
late his actions, lie w;is a physician faith 
ful to all the requirements of his calling. 
But he was more than thi*; ho was ft pub 
lie-spirited citizen. His time, talents, en¬ 
ergy. hu> zeal anti his means were always 
at the service of the people, because he 
believed a man owed certain duties to 
society, which, if neglected or disregarded, 
would bring disaster. Well will it be 
when fuir men iu all callings give the 
same attention to public mutters Dr 
Yandell always gave. 

If his life of activity, if his death, sud¬ 


den and swift, iitrrv not their own lesions 
leave not their own impressions deep and 
lasting, it were idle to multiply words. 
Hen- in his sucecs>. which was abounding, 
is lii*» message to those who arc to follow 
him. 

Of personal grief, of sorrow long abiding 
una sterner as the days pass, we cau sny 
nothing, but could he speak to-ciny we 
»loubt not his words would be something 
like these*: 

Ami In your life let my renv?mbrance linger 
As something not to troub!** and disturb It, 

Rut to complete It, adding life to life; 

And if at times beside the evening tiro 
You see my face among the other faces, 
l et it not be regarded us a ghoM 
Thai haunts your house, but os • auest that lores 
you; 

Nay. even us one of your own family, 

Without u-hor,<» presence there were something 
wanting ”__ 

BISMARCK 6PEAKS. 

Prince Bismarck has not mnde his 
wonderful career by the exercise of only 
the aggressive or domineering instincts 
peculiar to his nature, but he lifts shown at 
time* a most adroit tact in diplomacy and 
conciliation. The latter exhibitions, how¬ 
ever, arc reserved for the after-scenes of 
some special display of aggression and au¬ 
thority, in such case* ns when the grim 
Chancellor flatters the victims of hi* 
wrath or his ambition, while digesting the 
rights of which they have been despoiled, 
or enjoying tbc diplomatic advantages 
which he has gained at their expense. In 
the Reichstag yesterday he took occasion to 
pat Uncle Sam on the back in a patronizing 
way. after insult iug him. It is not strange 
that he did this, without retracting or 
qualifying his offense, because he hopes 
that he will thus, without compromise, es¬ 
cape any further trouble or aunoyance 
from the Lasker incident; that he will 
placate the resentment of the American 
Congress; that he will furnish a conven¬ 
ient apology for liia Junker admirer*, and 
that he will deprive his German opponents 
of arguments against his system. His 
communication through Herr Eiskn- 
decker was accompanied with only a ver¬ 
bal explanation, nud to the Inst his conduct 
has been strangely and offensively shorn 
of the recognized ceremony and etiquette. 
He is now bullying the American Minis¬ 
ter, through the influence of his newspa¬ 
per millions, and seeking to force him to 
ask for his recall. He prefers no charges 
against him, because be knows that Bar* 
cent’s ouly fault is that he has become 
disagreeable to "the perseu of the Chan¬ 
cellor.” Wo can allow this peculiar situa¬ 
tion to exist no longcv without compro¬ 
mising the national dignity. 


MR HAYS' RESOLUTION. 

Presumably tliu joint resolution rebtfive 
to the tariff, introduced m the Senate by 
Seuator Hays, will uot meet the approval 
of the Legislature. 

It is the object of this resolution, as 
stated thereiu, that the position of Ken¬ 
tucky on the tariff may be understood. 
Surely if there is one State whose position 
on this question is understood, it is Ken¬ 
tucky. Her people have been and are 
such ardent advocates of a revenue 
tariff that they maintain a Demo¬ 
cratic delegation in Congress who arc 
unanimous in favor of revenue reform, and 
whose zeal, earnestness and ability in ad¬ 
vancing this cause have placed them at the 
from us recognized leader* in their parly. 
The tariff views of the leaders of Ken 
tucky Democracy can not be mistaken any 
more than can the pronouuccd sentiment 
on this ^ublect, of the rank aud file of that 
Democracy. Any resolution by the Legis¬ 
lature professing to represent that sentiment 
is superfluous, aud certainly any one not fa 
voriug unequivocally a tariff for revenue 
only would be false as an expression of Ken¬ 
tucky Democratic opiuion. aud would re¬ 
ceive the general and severe disapproba¬ 
tion of the parly. 

The resolution proposed by Senator 
Hays is substantially the tariff plank in 
the Ohio platform The objection to it is 
thnt it is susceptible of almost any kind of 
interpretation, as is proved by iho vary¬ 
ing constructions put on the Ohio deliver- 
ance. This is no time for anything capa¬ 
ble of being regarded as a “straddle,” and 
Senator Hath' resolution would certainly 
be looked on as such. We arc confident 
that, if he press It, it will be overwhelm¬ 
ingly defeated * The Democratic members 
of the Kentucky Legislature know too 
well the sentluu'ut of their constituents on 
this subject to so misrepresent them by 
voting for this resolution. 


PASSING OPPORTUNITIES. 

The intormntton coming from the com¬ 
mittees engaged in the second canvass for 
the Southern Exposition is encouraging, 
but uot sufficiently so to relieve the cmlmr- 
ruaMiu.nl at the Exposition office in reply¬ 
ing to the inquiries coming in from all 
quarter* Persons away from here do uot 
seem to he able to understand why there 
should be any delay. They know that we 
have our buildings; It is kuown to the 
whole country Unit Louisville's profit from 
last year’s exhibition was uot only very 
great, 1ml was extraordinary in the fat e of 
till) general dullness prevailing almost 
everywhere else, anti no oue seems to l>c 
able to comprehend why our people do not 
at once complete their arrangements and 
invite a repetition of so successful an event, 

Another letter, for instance, came yes¬ 
terday from the Michigan Commissioner, 
in which lie snvs: "I nm receiving inqui¬ 
ries from all parts of the Bute relative to 
the time of the commencement of the 
Southern Exposition, charge* for space and 
other regulations. 1 hope you will favor 
iue with full information us soou as you 
cau. I will do all 1 can to awaken an 
interest in the matter to the end thnt 
Michigan slndl not bo second to ttuy State 
iu her exhibit und support of the Southern 
Exposition of IS, <4.” This same geutleman 
semis with his letter a printed report of 
meeting of furniture manufacturers af 
Grand Rapids in regard loan exhibition of 
their industry at Louisville and New Or¬ 
leans. Definite arrangement* iu regard to 
the Southern Exposition could not be laid 
lHjforc them, atul tlmt part of their plnu hml 
to be postponed uutil further information 
could be obtained from Louisville. 

^ et the Southern Exposition of l&SJ 
really further advanced In its preparations 
than the New Orleans Exposition. Our 
buildings and grounds arc all complete, 
and it is only the office work of arrangim 
for the exhibition that is delayed. New 
Orleans, with not even her contracts let 
for the work of building, end considerably 
behind the situation at Louisville this time 
last year, lias no restrictions on the work 
of communicating with possible exhibitors 
ami giving them in detail all the informa¬ 
tion they desire 
Through abundance of c&utiou the Di 
rectors of our Exposition provided that 


none of the additional subscriptions should 
be binding until the sum of $200,000 wus 
subscribed; no contract cau be made for 
the new Exposition, no positive informa¬ 
tion or regulation can be sent out until ibe 
subscription releases this restriction. It 
seems now that it would have been entirely 
safe to have made the limit $190,000, or 
even $100,000. 

Such a provision would have enabled 
the office work to go on at the same time 
the Canvassing Committee were complet¬ 
ing the subscriptions. It would have en¬ 
abled the Exposition office to have an 
swered in a satisfactory manuer the in¬ 
quiries now coming to it every day and 
ould have assured the presence here of 
attractive exhibits that may get tired of the 
delay and seek an opportunity elsewhere. 

It is to be regretted that this embarrass 
ment can uot be relieved in some way. If 
the limit were $150,000 the work could 
now be put under full headway and 
further time eould be given to the prose¬ 
cution of the subscription. As the case 
stand*, perhaps the shortest way is to 
make a big effort and roll out the $300,* 
000 . __ 

The foot and mouth disease fins been 
definitely developed Among certaiu herds 
of five Kansascounties, and, while making 
due allowance for sensational exaggera¬ 
tions, it may be said to la* spreading. Lo 
nil i ties in Chase, Coffee, Lyon, Osage aud 
Woodson counties have beou found to be 
infected, and there are rumors of the ap¬ 
pearance of the disease in others parts of 
thnt and adjacent States. It is probable 
that the latter are untrue, as they arc in¬ 
consistent with the accredited accounts of 
the origin of the virus. The disease ap¬ 
pears to hnve been imported by Pulled An¬ 
gus cuttle recently brought to Kansas 
from Europe, and since its appearance it 
has been so closely watched that its dis¬ 
semination has been practically impossi¬ 
ble. If is $aid to have prevailed in New 
Jersey and Massachusetts in 1873. but was 
effectually eradicated. The live-stock 
men of Kansas and the adjoining States 
are taking vigorous measures, which we 
may hope will be soon effective, and on 
the whole there appears lo be no reason 
for apprehension except in the localities 
.already infected. The sensation, all tbc 
same, will be played for all it is worth in 
advancing the interests of the Pluro-Pneu¬ 
monia Bill . 

The New York Herald discredits itself 
by repeating editorially a transparent lie 
which was sent out by telegraph from 
Washington Inst Monday to the Western 
cities, uud w^u> published iu Louisville and 
CiuclnnatL This was to the effect that a 
prominent distiller boasted that the whisky 
interest had furnished four-sevenths of the 
mouey which secured u Democratic majority 
iu the House, and that terrible consequences 
would ensue if the House failed to puss the 
Extension Bill. This dispatch w as a fraud 
on Us face, as the Herald might have per¬ 
ceived. It was written and promulgated 
for the purpose of injuring the prospects 
of the bill, and no one but a fool could 
have used such language for auy other 
purpose than to ere Ate a prejudice against 
it.

Georgetown, Ky., March 13.— Hum¬ 
phrey Crittenden, the negro found guilty of 
the murder of George Hutchinson at this 
term of our Circuit Court, was brought up 
for sentence to-day. Iu a few solemn and 
impressive words Judge Moreton told the 
prisoner that a fair and impartial trial had 
boon given him, aud the jury had fixed bis 
punishment at death. Crittenden preserved 
an imperturbable demeanor during the ex¬ 
citing occasion, and in answer to tho ques¬ 
tion whether he bad auythiug to say why 
sentence ol death should not be pa^ed upon 
lum, remained perfectly silent. Tho Judge 
then sentenced him to be banged on 
Wednesday, May 21, between suuup and 
hUndown of that day. 

An effort will be made to have Gov. Knott 
comniuto the sentence to iuipr.eonment for 
life. Criiteudeu passes bis time in jail al¬ 
ternately praying and uttering lamentations 
over his horrible situation. 1 here was an 
unusually large crowd in the court-house 
during the delivery of tho sentence. 

Convention of Inventor*. 

Cincinnati, March IS.—The leading in- 
veutors of tho couutry have issued a call for 
a mass convention to take action to prevent 
;>*rnicious legislation by Congress. It will 
lie held in Music Hall, this city, March 25 
nn l 27 Re?potih\»* from all parts of the 
I 'tilted States ami Territories nhow an at¬ 
tendance of 3,W0 tuuy be expected, a* all 
inventors are eligible os delegates, aud thore 
are 500,000 in the United States. There is 
no doubt of a full attendance.

Frankfort, March 13.—The finst thing I 
heard when I entered the House a little lots 
this morning was the followiug announce¬ 
ment by the Speaker: “The House has now 
been lu ses-iou 20 minutes, and in that time 
ho* passed two local bills under u suspension 
of tho rules. Hud the regular order pre¬ 
vailed, twenty bill* might have boon passed 
on u call of the committees." 

At thnt moment Mr. Talbott was on hi/ 
feet eiM.uig unanimous consent to coil frott 
the orders of the day his school-liquor-tas 
bill. Objection was made. Mr. Talbult 
moved to Mtuttend the rules and call up the 
bill. The rules were suspended, and Mr. 
Talliott moved to recommit the bill to tho 
select committee with privilege to report at 
any time after three days. 

Mr. Russell moved to amend by referring 
to tho Judiciary Committee. Lost—^Yeas, 
32; nays, 89. Mr. E. F. Madden moved to 
iusert “ten days" instead of “three days.’’ 
Rejected. Mr. Jackson moved an amend¬ 
ment that the committee be allowed to re- 
I*oi t any time after next Tuesday. This 
amendment was adopted, and the motion to 
recommit prevailed. 

Nearly an hour of the session was gone 
and nothing done. The .'Senate amendment 
to the bill to authorize the purchase of Bar¬ 
bour's Digest was concurred in. 

Mr. Jackson called up hi* motion to recon¬ 
sider the vote by which tin* bill for the bene¬ 
fit of Mrs. Annie L. Ammon, of Louisville, 
we* loet. The motion to reconsider was car¬ 
ried. 

Gov. Meriwether stated that Mrs. Ammon 
was an old Irish woman, who had kept on 
idiot daughter for fourteen years, ignorant 
of the fact that she was entitled to draw 
money from the State for her support. 
This bill proposes to give her the small sum 
of $200. 

Mr. Binford spoke against the bill. He 
was opposed to paying claims of this sort. 

The bill was put on ita passage, and passed 
by a vote of 51 yeas to 19 nay*. 

Mr. Ucrnort was added to the Committee 
oil Bublie Offices. 

Mr. Sioll, from the Committee on Ways 
and M^aus, reported an act to amend an act 
entitled “nn act to amend the charter of the 
city of Louisville," approved April 8, 1882. 
The bill provide* that t he official acts of 8. 8. 
Meddis, J. G. Hansbrough nnd George Mul- 
liken are declared to be legal ami valid, they 
being members of tho Board of Equalization 
of the city of Louisville. Thu said Board of 
Equalization and the Board of Aldermen 
shall have full power during tho month of 
June and July 1884, to correct, reduce or in¬ 
crease any unpaid assessment made for the 
years 1883 and 1884. The fiscal year of the 
city of Louisville suall hpgtn on the first day 
oi September ami end on the iiut day of 
August of each year. The bill passed. 

Mr. Stoll reported an act relating to the 
City Court of Louisville. Tbo first section 
provides that tho salary of the Judge of the 
City Court shall be $2,000 Instead of $1,500. 
The second section was as follows: “The 
Jud^e of said court *baii have authority to 
dUmiss any warrant at the cost of the prose¬ 
cuting witness, and to order capias pro fine 
tor the collection of such cost*." 

Mr. fcicott did not like the second section. 
If ho understood it, its effVct would be to 
prevent warrants being taken out. Wit¬ 
nesses would be afraid that they would be 
imprisoned for costs. 

Mr. Jackson—“You don't understand it. 
It only applies to prevent petty prosecutions. 
For instance, if you were to have me arrested 
without cause, you could be compelled to pay 
costs." 

Mr. Scott—"That’s precisely what I object 
to 1 don’t want to pay any costs." [Laugh¬ 
ter.] 

Mr. Btoll moved to amend by striking out 
tbo second section. The amendment was 
adopted, and the bill as amended then passed. 

Mr. Btoll, from the Committed on Wave 
and Means, reported on act to amend the 
charier of the city of Loui»viile. The biff 
provide* that hereafter nil fines, forfeitures, 
peualtitt* or recoveries iu the Louisville City 
Court shall be paid into the Citv Treasury, 
the Marshal aud Deputy Marshal to take re¬ 
ceipts for all money* so paid. The Marshal 
of the City Court shall receive a salary of 
82,500 per year, and is allowed $2,400^ per 
year for the pay of two deputies. The Clerk 
of the City Court “shall give his persooal 
attention to the affairs of lm office," and biz 
salarv shall be $2,400. He is allowed an ad¬ 
ditional $i,200 for tho pay of a deputy. 

Mr. Jackson made a point of order against 
this bill. Early in the session be had intro¬ 
duced a resolution to appoint a committee to 
investigate the Louisville City Court. The 
members of that committee had been ap¬ 
pointed in tbo House. Tbev wero Hill, 
Flippin and himself. This bill belonged to 
the special committee, and not to the Com¬ 
mittee ou Ways and Means. 

By unanimous consent, Mr. Stoll spoke to 
the point of order. Ouo of the first leaves 
obtained bv him this session was to bring in 
this bill. It was a matter of much iinpor- 
tauce to the people of tbo city of l^iuisville. 
He read from a statement .snowing that in 
about eighteou months theCiorkand Marshal 
of the City Court had received about $32,UOO 
for collecting $7,348. The special committee 
had not been fully completed. The Senate 
members had not been appointed. He wanted 
this bill, if recommitted at all, to remain in 
his committee. He was without prejudice, 
aud would give all persons interested a fair 
and impartial hearing. 

Mr. Jacksoa said that Mr. Stoll had read 
from an ex parto statement, “lie will net 
give these men a fair aud impartial hearing. 
He knows that the statement from wnich he 
read is ex parte and garbled." 

Mr. Btoll denied that he had anv prejudice 
in the matter. He wanted onlv what is 
right. If the Clerk and Marshal could show 
that their salaries blight to be increased, he 
would vote for it. 

Mr. Caldwell said if the gentleman from 
the First district of Louisville would consult 
with the other Representatives about his 
bill* before he introduced them in the House 
much of this unseemly discussion could be 
avoided. 

Mr. Stoll (interrupting)—"The gentleman 
from tbc* Fourth dbtrict is never here long 
enough for me to consult with him about 
anything." [Laughter,] 

Mr. Caldwell—“ Whether I am bore or not, 
the gentleman could consult with the other 
delegates. But he seems to think tbdso im- 
!*« riant measures need only his attantion. 
He tuinks—" 

The Speaker— ‘The gentleman must con¬ 
fine himself to tho di*cu**ion ol tbo point of 
order." 

Mr. Caldwell—"What is the point of or¬ 
der, Mr. Speaker!" [laughter.] 

Mr. Jackson moved to recommit the bill 
to the committee appointed to investigate the 
Louisville City Court. This motion was 
adopted by a vote of 34 to 31. 

Mr. Stoll reported on net providing for 
the removal of the retuaiua of Joel T. liarc 
from Florence, Italy, to the cemetery at 
Frankfort, Ky., and it wus passed by a vote 
• of 55 yeas to 21 nay*. The ruff text of tho 
bill is as follow*;

Tho friends of tbo 
measure contended, howevor, that it only 
meant the capital of the Bute, wharovor 
that might be. it is very evident that the 
end in not yot, and that a determined and 
stubborn contest is yot to be waged by the 
friends of the bill. 

—The lobby continues to grow corpulent. 
Every train unloads its living mrg«» of pn 
1 riots and statesmen, drawn hither by some 
pending bill or some bill that is to pent]. It’s 
really queer to see what perfection attach-** 
to bills and romniutrances to bills. Each 
side is fortified with reasons that would over¬ 
come the womnu who figure in the t>ook* n« 
wearing a blindfold and holding tho scale* 
over her head evenly balanced. A commit¬ 
tee that can listen to the pros aud cous of tho 
arguments of the experts, and can keep from 
straddllug the fence or escape being a hung 
jury, are made of metal that could fit tho wool 
►ack, or lay over the gentiemnu who is rep¬ 
resented as being defective in eyesight to 
everything but Justice without clothes on. 

—Among the queer features of legislation 
there are uoue more prominent thuu those 
w hich crop out in petitiou. Yesterday Sen 
ator WiLou presented to the Senate u peti 
lion of considerable length from respectable 
citizens of Jackson, Floyd, Bike and other 
counties, asking the Slate to make an appro 
pnation of money to ouable George Rader, a 
citizen, a* the petition recited, “of good char 
acter. quiet and sober, but a po« r uian," tn 
carrv to successful pursuit the d!*jovory of 
Hwiit’s silver mine*, a traditional mine of 
wealth to which tho Indians m Boone’s day 
wore wont to roplermh their excho-piers, and 
which has been in vain searched for by many 
of the pale facus through all tho year* 
•:nce those bloody day*. Accompanying the 
pet ition is a rude diagram of the streams in 
U»e district supposed to conceal the hidden 


treasure, and also some printed fugitive arti¬ 
cles which bad been gathered and printed in 
a littlo brochure, the purpose of which 
seemed t«s be to stimuMt* intere.-it in »l»** 
scheme fur discovery. When the petitinn 
wttK aiinounc€Hl by the Senator, a arntle st.ida 
over the face* of several Senators, who 
seemed to have hacl their memories awake nod 
by the will-o* the-wi%p proposition, of which 
they hod heard much in the days past. The 
pamphlet narration went on 10 state bow a 
bukb h.id beeu found torn from it* riparian 
butui- and b-eu whirled adowu the rushing 
torrent aud stranded upon a fEt-adiy bank- 
far below tho home of it* growth, where 
it was found with a chunk of silver ore, n* 
large as a baby’s brail, attached to it* mat¬ 
ted root*. N nether the hUite w ill l*nd tho 
proper encouragement to this enterprise, or 
whether (ieorga Rader will ever sit down to 
a silverv realization of his dreams, is not to 
be said just now. But in a!»y event, here’s | 
to Swifi’s silver mine, and lo th?» bold Rader 
of the Little Snndy; may he live until lu*» 
head is silvered o’er I S. M. B.

Katon said the act of Bismarck waa in- 

suit log, and a* such it should be resented 
iu terms which would leave tio doubt of its 
emphatic disapproval. A variety of view* 
intermediate between those of Phelps and 
Eaton, who represented the extremes, wore 
expressed by the other members of the com¬ 
mit te*. Suggestions wero made that the 
words condemning the act of the German 
Chancellor should be accompauied by an ex¬ 
pression of regard for tbo German uatioo. 

Mr. Rice said that while bo behevod the 
State Department bad lett the matter in the 
best possible position, yet as the insult had 
been directed to the House of Representa¬ 
tive*, that body should express in dignified 
term* its resentment. The matter, he 
thought, ought not to be left entirely with 
the Department of State. Further consid¬ 
eration of the subject wa* referred to a sub¬ 
committee, consisting of Me mi.

Berlin, March 13.—The newspapers ac¬ 
cuse Sargent of intimacy with Herr Bunden.

Bismarck appeared in the Reichstag to¬ 
day and made a speech in justification of hi* 
court* iu refusing to transmit the 1 Asker res¬ 
olutions to the Reichstag. He eatd he had 
recognized the good int ?ntionsof the Ameri¬ 
can Congress, but was unable to harness 
him«eif to tho car of the opposition. Bis¬ 
marck continued: *‘I should have refrained 
from mentioning this matter oxcept for the 
manner In which the Reichstag has discussed 
it a ml for tho charge of interference ttiaiio 
by Herr Richter. The relation* of * iertnany 
with America havo always been good. Tbo 
G< rernment bn* constantly tria l to cultivate 
them. F.ver since tb«re has been a Mlttirior 
the relations of tho two countries have been 
satisfactory. Aftor the war with Austria in 
19BB aud after tbo Fraueo-iVusMou war, 
America gave numerous, proofs of sympathy, 
not only with the prosperity of the Empire, 
but also with the persou of thu Chancellor. 
Nothing Las occurred to disturb these 
good relation*. From the outset I regarded 
the resolutions touching Lasker a* an ex¬ 
pression of the good feeling of the American 
Congress toward Germany; good feeling 
which had L on promoted and cultivated by 
utyxoif. I would have prevented the resolu¬ 
tion to the Reichstag, had I not been pre¬ 
vented by it* form. It wa* not confined to a 
general expression of sympathy, but it ex¬ 
pressed th« conviction that Lasker’s labor* 
Ira-1 been very useful to Germany. This 
clatne was directed against tho policy which, 
in tho Emperor’s name, I bad boon pur¬ 
suing, and which Lasker bad opposed 
for years. Now, the question arises 
w betli-r 1 .a*ker wa* right. If he wti*, thru 
the Emperor’s policy—my policy—was 
wrong. Lasker belonged to the Opposition 
rroup. who made immense capital out of 
La-ikcr’s merite.”

MANY OPIXIOSS 

ON THE SPEECH OF BIsMaRCK. AND THE PO¬ 
SITION IN WHICH IT LEAVKB HIM. 

Washington, March 13.—A cablegram 
reporting the speech of Bismarck wa* sliowu 
tbi* afternoon by representative*of the As¬ 
sociated Press to the members of the For¬ 
eign Affairs Committee of the House and 
other member* of tho House, by ;whom it 
waa rend with interest. Among the com¬ 
ment* made upon tho subject wero the fol¬ 
lowing: 

Gov. Curtin, Chairman of the Foreign Af¬ 
faire Committee aud ex- Minister to Ruraia. 
said: **A great big statesman made a great 
big mistake. When such a man makes a 
mistake, il b apt to be a big one. The 
diplomacy of Secretary Frolingbuvscn in 
tbi* connection is very commendable, and 
we shall probably say so in our report to¬ 
morrow.” 

Ex Senator Eaton, member of the House 
Foreign Affair* Committee, and of the sub¬ 
committee to which the subject of the i .a-krr 
re*olutiou wa* referred, said: ’‘The speech 
shows that Bismarck, individually, ha* no 
antipathy against the Aiuericau people. No 
violent resolution can po§*ibly px*s our com- 
sntttea. Wo shall probably report to-mor¬ 
row, and 1 can not exprev* my opinion* more 
fully until tb'jn. I will say the Department 
of State deserves well of toe country and 
tills House, and has suslaiucd the bigli repu¬ 
tation it ha* maintained for a hundred 
yoars." 

Mr. Ka*<ron, ex-Minister to Austria, said: 
“Prinoo Bismaick evidentlv regarded the 
refusal to forward our re*olutiom> a* a pure 
Jy internal Gentian question, and aim* to 
snow that be was governed exclusively by 
consideration* of internal policy, and not 
by any feehug against our body or our 
country. It seuuis to me to confirm the 
view taken by tho State Department, that 
the further question up n that mnlutioo t* 
a purely German question, involving tbo re¬ 
lations between l'rince Bismarck mid hi*

HIS INTENTIONS PEACEFUL. 

A ST. LOUIS GERMAN PAFKR WHICH GIVES 
AN OPINION ON DISM aRCK’H FEELING TO¬ 
WARD THE UNITED STATES. 

St. Lot is, Murch 13.—The Westlich Post 
will publish to-morrow extract* from the 
official dispatch of Prince BUruarck to thu 
German Consul in thu United States in re¬ 
gard to tho prohibition of American pork. 

Bismarck instructs the Consuls to do 
everything in their power to cultivate 
friendly relation* between Germanv nnd tbo 
United Stales. He *ay* tho prohibition of 
Americau pork arose altogether from 
suoitary reasons, aud lias no unfriend¬ 
ly cnaracter, and intimates that it 
would bo to the interest of tho 
United States to adopt such sanitary 
measures as exist in Europe, aud thereby 
put (iermauy in a position to porunt tbo im¬ 
portation of American pork. The dispatch 
shows conclusively that tAe German Chan¬ 
cellor does not want to provoke retaliation, 
but it is his amt to preserve frieudly relations 
between Germany and the United Slates. 


whether Congress ought to indulge in any

Tiller, the Pacific Express Company’s agent 
at St. Louis, who decamped with nearly 
$100,000 a few weeks ago, was arrested at 
10 o’clock this mormug by o Milwaukee de¬ 
tective, ami $80,000 of the money recov¬ 
ered. A young man looking like a tramp, 
with a small mustache, brown hair, slight 
build, unobtrusive features and about 135 
pounds weight, bought a trunk at the store 
of Carpel A Gbram on Tuesday, and netted 
to have it shipped to G. H. Pacben, Detroit, 
Mich. He left a valise which he axked to 
have placed insida the trunk, to save him the 
trouble of carrying it. When about to put 
the valise in the trunk, a clerk dropped 
it and the clasps burst asunder, the 
fudging contents rolling out upon the 
floor. On gathering up the bundles 
he found them wrupped in Pacific Express 
Company’s labels, and a closer examination 
disclosed that every package contained a 
prize, the total amounting to nearly $UU,- 
000. The poluxi were notified, utul, with a 
v^tscriplion of the man,traced uiiu to a cheap 
bearding-house in the Ihirti ward, but bo 
wa* not at houia. They iouud hi* trunk and 
seized it. As the boarding-house people said 
the man wa* frequently out all night, the 
police continued searching tho city, thinking 
bo must bo ou a spree. Thi* morning be re¬ 
turned to the trunk store to a»k about the 
valtat, nml w»i arrested. He has been at 
tbo Third ward boarding-house since March 
8, hut it is not known whether or not he 
boarded anywhere else before that. Be¬ 
sides the money, there was a 
large amount of valuable jewel¬ 
ry in tho volise.

Tiller reached Milwaukee 
on tho morning of the Hth. but there innau 
the troublesoiu* diacovery that he had for¬ 
gotten tho name ho was to assume on 
inquiry for mi Express package. In 
thin emergency be telegraphed McFodden 
at Shoennn, Toxa*, asking what was the 
iiamo tho vali © was to bear. The telegram 
wns intercepted, and McFadden, who bail 
already been located, was carefully watched 
t«> determine whether he sent an answer.

THE LASKER RESOLUTION 
TO RE REPORTED BACK TO THK UOL’SK TO¬ 
DAY BY ME. CURTIN. 

{Special to the Courier- Jour not. I 
Wash i noton, March 13 —Representative 
Curtin, Chairmoti of the Committee on For¬ 
eign Affairs, wa* ask«d by your correspond¬ 
ent to-day whim he would repot t tho Herr 
Lasker resolution to the House, and ho re¬ 
plied, "1 expect to tsake a report to-mor¬ 
row.” 

“Will tho report be long , ” 

"No: it will be hiiort, and a resolution w ill 
accompany it.” 

"You wouldn’t like to tell me, would you, 
about tho position yoi propose to tako!* 
"No; but 1 can say tliat I think it will l>e 
quite satisfactory to Bn? House aud the peo¬ 
ple. ” 

Tho committee treat the matter seriously 
aud in a digaified manner. Kenresantatlee 
Ochiltree say* bo wrote the rMOlUttou at hit 
desk, after consulting with Representative 
Curtin, whom he had known in rit. 
Petersburg, and who was Chairman 
of the Committee on Foreign Af¬ 
faire. He suid he regretted giving old 
Bismarck so touch prominence l»eforo the 
world. "But," HAki the warm-hearted 
Tom, "I’ll give him the toughest meal of 
bologua sausage he ever ate Irafore 1 got 
through with him, if he doesn't look out. 
People may say many thing, about me 
which are both true aud untrue, but I U be 
d—d if they can say I am a fool and tell the 
truth. And don’t you forget it.” 


ONLY THF. ACTING PASTOR. 

New York, March 13.—T^e committee 
of five appointed bv the Congregational 
Council to report in the case of Dr. Newman 
submitted their findings this morning, and. 
the Council went into executive teasiou, 
which has lasted several houre. It ie stated 
that Dr. Newman ha* notified Dr. Buckly, 
the publisher, that it b>‘ executes bis threat 
to publish articles derogatory to Newman he 
must take the consequences of publishing 
libelous articles. 

At the afternoon session the report of the 
committee was read. It declares that the 
Council has been deeply grieved by the 
trouble* in the church aud the dishonor they 
have brought ou the church. The Connci 
has not seen any spirit of alienation great | 
that it can not be overcome. The church in 
a Congregational church by it* doctrine and 
manual, and Dr. Newinau ha* admitted the 
name. Though some irregularities prevailed 
iu the Issuing of tho call, on the whole it was 
regulfir and the Council concluded that it had 
been validly called. 

On the first proposition, "YThat are Dr. 
Newman’s relations to tHi* church#'’ thu re¬ 
port say a: "The duties of a Congregational 
pastor a tv both ••cclesia-uiral and legal. This 
Council ladleves in tho resolutions of the 
Genera! Council of last year that declare 
that the Council should be invited to install 
i nstore. Thu full Congregational pastorate 
requires the installation. A minuter who is 
net a member of the church can not tie the 
full pastor. This Council finds that Dr. 
Nvenuai is >till a Methodist pastor 
nnd amenable to the local M. E. Church 
Dr. Newman understood the call made 
bitn to become pastor ot the Congregational 
church when he accepted it. He is simply 
actiug pastor, whore term can he ended nt 
any time the church so dosires to end it. 
The work of a corporation church is secular 
that of this society religious. The memi»ers 
of the society can not fix the salary. The 
Trustees must concur in any fi\ture of 
salary. We eoe no evidence that Dr. New ¬ 
man ha* over become j ermanunt pastor, aud 
therefore ha* no claim to any position other 
than that of acting pastor.” 

The « ouncil dec,mas to advise concerning 
the continuance of Dr. Newman’s services; 
that should Ik> nettled among the members. 
Thri. howp?«r, it does advise: That 
stated n.roting of members of the church 
ont> be held, ami that officer* of both fac¬ 
tions resign and uew ones be elected. At 
that mrotiug of church ruembere the ques¬ 
tion of in** continuance of Dr. Newman’s 
gt-rviue* should be decided. They offer ibis 
advice purely in a spirit of harmony 
The church ha* the undisputed right 
to Inld business meeting* in the 
church at anv time they *ve fit. Tho 
Trustee* have no right to Interfere. If is for 
the church clone to decide what the nature 
of it* moctltir- •'■bouId be. The action of the 
Trustee* of February M in refusing tn* u*o 
of the church to tfie member* was illegal. 
The t "mined b apprehensive that the troubles 
in thb church urw largelv on account of 
temporal question* concerning the church 
The report concludes by praying that the 
warring factious may unite in fH»acv, for¬ 
give till diffui ciice.^ and work together for the 
benefit nt the lA*r 1 und church. 

Tho rejhirt 1ms boon adopted by the unani¬ 
mous vpt» of the Council, 

Lawyer \hbolt then *’Jgge«b*d there were 
certain ambiguities iu the report, aud asked 
permission to make a request. Thn Moderator 
declared him out of order, stating that the 
decision of the Council was final. 

Rev. !»r. IVm. M. Taylor made a closing 
prayer, in^whN*h he bvggud the Almighty to 
guide »he partitu of thu etaur*h who had 
differed, and to lead them to lalior together 
for the gMmi of the church. The Council 
wa* t hen dissolved.

LOCAL, GENERAL AND PERSONAL. 


Kfew York, March 13.—A meeting of 
Trunk-line Presidents was held to-day at 
Commissioner Fink's office to investigate 
the charges of irregularities made against 
several Hues represented in the Joint Execu¬ 
tive Committee. Among those present 
were. President Hugh J. Jowelt, of 
the Erie, Chairman, President James 
H. Rutter, of the New York Central; Vice 
President Robert Garrott. of tho Baltimore 
and Ohio, President Georg* D. Roberts, of 
the Pennsylvania; B. A. Higemau, of the 
Lackawanna; W. K. Vanderbilt, of the 
Nickel-plate; H. B. Ledyard, of the Mich¬ 
igan Central, and tho Managers of several 
Western roudt . 

An aU-riuy session was held, and at the 
close it was announced that there bad been a 
general reduction in rates ou east-bound 
freight, to meet the cut rates »»C wmo roads. 

Commissioner Fink ol>o stated that a reso¬ 
lution had beeu adopted, pledging the 
roads reprewnted in the meeting to 
etrictiy maintain tarilT rates in 
the * future. It ia assorted none 
of the trunk lines wore responsible for the 
recently discovered irregularities, and that 
the greatest harmony prevailed at the 
meeting. Tho report circulated to the effect 
that the existence of the Trunk-line 
Association vni imperiled was pro¬ 
nounced utterly without inundation, aud 
no change in the existing arrangements 
or reorganisation is even thought of. The 
reductions made in rates were on tho bask of 
iO cente in euch das*. The now rates go into 
effect the 14th. and are as follows: From 
Chicago to New York, seventh class, 25 
cents: eighth clans. 20 rents; ninth class, 30 
ceilt«.; live hogs, New York and Boston, 25 
cents. _

Tbo receiver is largely in 
debt for supplies aud tho rental of engines, 
and as objection i< made to tho further issu¬ 
ing of receiver's certificates, it is thought 
he will be compelled to stop operating the 
road. _ 

THAT AGREEMENT 

BETWEEN THE LOUISVILLE, NEW ALBANY 
AND CHICAGO AND THE KANKAKEE LINE. 

Mr. John Muol^ead and Mr. A. B. South¬ 
ard, the General Superintendent aud the 
General Traffic Manager of the Louisville, 
New Albany and Chu.tgo road, are now in 
Chicago, arranging the final particulars of 
the traffic agreement betv.eeu the Monou 
and the Big Four. The injunction filed by 
the L*.

A GENTLEMAN ia H pOritlotl tO kUOW TC- 
tnarke l yesterday: “The Transportation 
Committee of the Board of Trade are not 
striking right when they talk of discrimina¬ 
tion against (xmisvillc by reason of the rate¬ 
cutting at East St. Louis ami Peoria. Tbe 
grain that has been shipped from this city 
during the post three mouths does not 
amount to a drop iu the bucket comparative¬ 
ly. and a reduction to 5 cents would not 
make a difference just now of six car* a day 
at m< :. Thu asm* applies to provisions. 
Tho only thing shipped direct from here at 
present of any considerable consequence is 
tobacco and whisky, nnd we have n monopo¬ 
ly of that i admit. But there can lie uo com¬ 
parison between rates on these two articles 
end grain. A bushel of grain, weighing TO 
pounds, sells for ray $1 : and TO pounds of 
any quality of tobacco would be worth seven 
or eight times that amount. Tobacco and 
whisky are now charged a much lower rate 
comparatively than is even paid during the 
lowest 'cuts’ at St. Louis or Peoria. There 
would be no more sense m a rate war now in 
this city timn there would be for a shoe 
dealer to reduce the price on shoes because a 
hosiery dealer bad reduced on stockings." 

THE RATE-CUTTING IN THK SOUTH. 
Eastern seaboard rates to points iu the 
South aro now Badly demoralized. No pool 
exists, but rates have beeu maintained in tbe 
past by a kind of mutual consent. The first 
break occurred soruo two week* since, and 
the situation had gradually grown worse 
from day to day until last Wednesday, when 
it touched bottom. Un that day freight of 
nil classes was accepted in New York for 
Birmingham. Ala., a comoiou point to the 
L. and N. and f\. N. O. and T. P., at 25 
cents per 10U pounds. The tariff has ranged 
ou these clitsse® from $1 2o to 30 cents, and 
the ruinous character gt tbe cut can at 
once be seen. It would seem that local cuts 
must follow, if the bustue^s of I^ouisville, 
Cincinnati and other cities is to be protected. 
To what point tbe local tariffs must be cut 
by roads now compelled to accept a pro rate 
of 25 cents from New York to Birmingham 
may be estimated. Fortunately the war is 
too radical ; too much *'to the knife nnd the 
knife to the hilt" to last long.

Lexington. March la.—Tbe Investigat¬ 
ing Committee are rushing things through, 
with a vi«w of finishing tbe work this week. 
•Seven witness** were oxamiuoJ to-day. and 
while some of the statements were of con 
sidcrable importance to the committee tn 
formulating an opinion and making a re 
port, tbore was little of iuterest to the gon 
eral public. Half the day w*as spent iu the 
examination of tho Treasurer’* books, and a 
volume of atatistics were reported and 
copied, and the syMcm of book-keeping fully 
explained. 

C. H. Morgan was recalled at the opening 
of the session, ond was cross-examined about 
some minor details in connection with the 
book-keeping of his office. Although pre¬ 
vious to thi* all the witnesses have sworn 
positively that no cigars were purchased 
when they were asked about it, the bills of 
several boxes were produced, dated at vari¬ 
ous times. Morgan admitted that he must 
have purchased them although be had no 
recollection of it and did not know w bat 
it was for. The Treasurer’s receipt book 
was produced in which tbe receipts were 
kept for tbe money Morgan collected from 
tbe sales be made. Tbe amounts were fre¬ 
quently larger than tbe cash books showed, 
and were all in Morgan’* favor, showing 
that he had paid more to the Treasurer than 
his hook* showed be had realized from sales. 

The second witness examined was Dr. Ed¬ 
ward, the second assistant physician in 
charge of the female ward*. Ho vtated that 
this portion of tho building wus in excellent 
condition, well ventilated and constructed, 
tbe patients were well cared for, and ho had 
never board of any cruelty or unnecessary 
restraint, la regard to Mr*. Fulton, who 
testified on yesterday os to tbe manner iu 
which she bad been treated tn tho asylum, he 
said she was one of the wor*t patient-, in the 
ward. She was very wild and bad-tempered, 
and would fight any one w ho came near her. 
She bad never beeu abused or mistreated to 
his knowledge. One day she had 
struck Dr. Chenault in the eye and 
blacked it. She bad not been discharged 
from tho institution as cured, but her friends 
had taken hor away. He did not think she 
was of sound mind or was responsible for 
what she said or did. He bad never known 
of any immoral conduct on the port of any 
of the officer* or employes. He had seen 
Dr. Chenault playing cards in the yard with 
the female attendants and patients, but 
thought there was nothing wrong in that. 
All in all, he thought tbe management of tbe 
asylum was excellent. 

Miss Mary Elder, Superior of the female 
department, was placed on the stand at tbe 
conclusion of Dr. Jouee’ testimony. She has 
been connected with the asylum for eight 
years. She never heard of any unnecessary 
restraint and knew of no cruelty whatever. 
•She thought thnt, while it would lie impos¬ 
sible to ruu an asylum without restraint, 
very little was necessary. All of the attend 
aau were kind to tbe lunatics, and did 
everything possible to please them. Bhe bad 
seen Dr. Chenault ploying cards in the 
female wards after night on two occasions, 
but had never thought it %vas wrong. One 
time tho game took place in the ball, and the 
next time in a room. She did not remember 
Mrs. Fulton, as that lady bad left about tbe 
time the witueas came to tho asylum. The 
)iatieute were well ciothod and fed in her de- 
I>artmeut. 

Miss Maggie Heafev, an attendant on one 
of tbo back wards about which Mrs. Fulton 
complained so much, was next called. She 
remembered Mr*. Fulton very well—in fact, 
she did not think she would over forget her. 
She wus a terror to tho whole femAlo depart¬ 
ment, and when she got mad it would 
take four or five attendants to hold 
her. On one occasion Mrs. Fulton had 
tried to follow Dr. Chenault if the 
ward as he was making bis rounds, 
aud the w itness detained her. This enraged 
tho patient very much, and, turning on the 
wituess. slio caught her by the hair, and, 
throwing hor down, commenced to beat her. 
Dr. Chenault ran back and took hold of 
Mr*. Fulton's arm to part them. He had no 
soouer done this than the furious woman 
tore his arm with her teeth and hit him in 
tho eve. Dr. Chenault did not beat or 
strike* her, but simply pushed her away un¬ 
til she could be put under restraint. This 
was tho only time thnt Dr. < honault bad any 
trouble with her. Mrs. Fulton or no other 
patient bad ever Been troated cruelly to tho 
w itness’ knowledge. A young Lady named 
MBs Carpenter, a patient in her ward, com¬ 
mitted >uicide one night about a year ago. 
She had & stright-jacket in her room during 
the day and made a ropo out of it, with 
which she hanged herself. Tho patient was 
very melancholy, and had threatened to lake 
ber life. Miss Heafey thought the accident 
could have been avoided By the u»o of re 
strainte. which should huvo 1. *en placed on 
the patient. This wa> tho onlv instance the 
witness knew of m which any of the patient* 
kfet their lives. 

Barney McManatna, on© of the attendants 
in the male wards, was the next witness ex¬ 
amined. He was the man who bad put tbe 
restraints on West, the patient who died so 
suddenly a few months ago. He had done 
this under the order of Rodgers, the Assist¬ 
ant Physician. West was a very violent 
patient, and had to l>e rest rained to prevent 
him from injuring himself. Tbe restraints 
were put on V\ est at noon, und romnmod un¬ 
til the next morning. In regard to the two 
patients who were nut iu a room together 
and ou© of them was badly mutilated, he said 
he thought the lunatic had mutilated him 
self. Tho other patient was a verv quiet, 
inoffensive man and had uo sign of blood on 
his clothes. The witness had never known 
any of the attendant* to treat the patients 
cruelly or r&etram them without order*. 

Tbo next witness examined was J. Fletcher 
Johnston, who has been Treasurer of the 
asylum eleven year*. He was armed w ith 
stack of hooks which covered the table, nnd 
his examination was u very complete one 
Ho explained how the thousands of dollar* of 
the State’s money was pro tee ted, und ex 
plained the safeguards that wern thrown 
around it, os far as the finances were con 
earned. Tho law had been fully carried out 
and all the requirements were met. Tbo 
total expense of the asylum lust year was 
$118,100 34. In regurd to the statement 
made about htra&elf and tin* matron being 
locked in a room together ho pronounced it 
os unqualifiedly false in every 

particular and respect. He stated 

that it had been admitted on hearsay 
evidence, was not authenticated in any par¬ 
ticular and lie defied nay one to authenticate 
tbo charge. 

The last witness placfvl on tbe st-aud was 
John T. Shelly, secretarv of the Board. His 
testimony was comparatively unimportant, 
and uo new point* were elicited. Homn 
spicy evidence will probably be introduced 
to morrow on the morality question.

New York, March 13.— Tho stock market 
opened excited and from a J . to 1^ higher 
than tbe closing last night, the latter for 
New York Central. The mnrkot continued 
strong for an hour or more. Tbe announce 
ment of the reduction of lb© Bank of Eng¬ 
land rate of discount to 3 per cent, from W , 
per cent, and n similar lowering of the rate 
of exchange produced good feeling. The 
market s«x>n became dull, however, and 
price* fell slowly, almost without a rally un¬ 
til the close. The dealings were without sig¬ 
nificance. There was uo attempt on the part 
of Mr. Vanderbilt to squeeze tho shorts in 
New York Central, but there was a decided 
disposition to give everybody all the stock 
they wanted at quotations. This was a great 
surprise to the street. Every one expected 
to *ee tbe stock go up two or three points and 
stay there. It seemed, os tbe day worn on, 
rtiat tbe shorts wore pretty well covered, at 
tbe close tho stock was freely offered at 110, 

3 per cent, below the opening. 

There was a good deal of timidity on tbe 
part of the bears, and thoy were afraid to 
put out their lines of short stock, knowing 
that the natural scarcity to-morrow and 
next day, w’ben the Central books close 
would offer a good opportunity for another 
squeeze. Lake Shore was very well sup¬ 
ported, one transaction being tbe rale of 
1,000 shores seller 00, by E. K. Willard, 
who is Mr. Cammack’s broker, to Mr. Bar¬ 
ton, who is Mr. Vanderbilt’* broker. Union 
Pacific wa* weak on Washington new* to 
the effect that a bill was proposed increasing 
tbe annual amount of the sinking fund, 
which the Government requires the road to 
set aside. At one time & was for a seller 
three in thi* stock. The Northern Pacific 
and Oregon Transcontinental were quite 
strong. 

Tbe news from Washington is to the effect 
that the tremendous fitug of tbe House Pub¬ 
lic Lands Committee at the Northern Pacific 
rood has bed a boomerang effect. The opin¬ 
ion is gaining ground among conservative 
Democratic members who have i..» political 
or speculative interest in the measure, that it 
is too sweeping to go out to the country as 
the deliberate opinion of tbe Democratic 
House. Borne of these geutlemen go so far as 
to insist that a m««dttication of the report 
should be made before it is present© !. This 
accounts for tbe delay in the presentation of 
tbe bill to tho House. Tbe rrieuds of tha 
rood iu Washington prefer to see the original 
proposition forfeiting all the land grant un¬ 
earned up to July, I87l>, go before the 
I louse, believing that the discussion oi it w ill 
be beneficial to the company. 

At the close the general list was fractionally 
lower than last night, und there was a con¬ 
siderable feeling of distrust throughout tbe 
late dealings a* to tho outomiu of the Truuk- 
line meeting. It wax .umorad and generally 
believed that some of the Presidents intended 
to make trouble. The meeting, however, 
was perfectly harmonious, and the chief busi¬ 
ness don© was tbo reduction of the Chicago 
grain rate from 30 to 20 cents, and the St. 
Louis rate from Ji5 to 23 cents, it wa* 
agreed to demand thi* rate from all shippers, 
and Commissioner Fmk said, after the meet¬ 
ing, thnt tbero would be no further cutting. 
The reduction, which is usual ut this time of 
the year, in view of the opening of canal and 
lake navigation, ought to stimulate shipments 
of grain to the East »nd encourage exports. 
Whether the road* will keep faith dejieuds 
entirely on the amount of busineo* offered. 
A leading railroad man said at the Windsor 
to-night: 

'The Trunk-line situation is unchanged by 
tho action to-day, though it is important a* 
silencing the rumors about tbe hostility of 
Presidents Garrett and Roberts to the pool. 
The road* will keep faith if business picks 
up. It is tbe old story of tbe dogs ami tho 
bones: when there aro not enough bones to 
go around the dogs will fight, and unfort.iv 
nately there still sceius to bo more dogs than 
bones. A little good spring weather would 
greatly improve things."

bought in j-esterday and to-day at 57c and 
above. 

A well posted trader says: “Tbe Big Two 
have been tingularly unfortunate iu their 
corn operations. Two months ago they set 
about bulling corn, and bought slews of it 
h^re, and bought, too, iu every market— 
New York, St. Louis nnd Baltimore. 
Thera was, according to the programme, 
to be n grand boosting of prices. 
The outside markets w ere to be held while 
this markut was manipulated for an ad 
vance. Tho effort wu* a grand failure. The 
plans were gigantic, but tho situation was 
apparently something like that which 
existed four year* ago when Jesse 
Hoyt and David Dow* bought 
millions of BiihhcJ* without being 
able to ndvanco th«? figure?.

Tbe particulars of tbe outbreak are 
unknown, but cattle men are alarmed. 

PROBABLY A CANARD. 

CntCAGO, March 13.—Rumors are pub¬ 
lished of the appearance of the foot and 
mouth disease in Effingham county. Ill., but 
one or two isolated herds which wore sup¬ 
posed to Be affected, when visited failed to 
show symptoms of real contagion, and no 
alarm is yet felt. Gov. Hamilton, of this 
State, has" been urged by the Wyoming 
Stock Growers’ Association to quarantine 
the cattle in this State against the infected 
cuttle in Kansas, and he declares he will issue 
a proclamation to that effect within one or 
two day*.

Neosiio Falls, Kas., March 13.— Sev¬ 
eral new case* of mouth and foot disease 
were reported to-day, and but one new herd 
is affected. It appears to be spreading rap¬ 
idly in the Pribenow herd on Owl creek, 
and as he ha* sold several head of stock since 
the dt.-nase appeared, it is feared other herds 
will be affected. The herd reported yester¬ 
day was examined by Dr. Holcombe, who 
reported it a false alarm, which may be the 
ea*o with that reported to-day. So far tho 
quarantine regulations established by the 
committee ore being acceded to by all classes 
of citizens. Tbo('ommi**ionerof Agriculture 
ho* dispatched an emiuont veterinary sur¬ 
geon from Washington, who will arrive here 
tSnturday. Dr. Holcombe has gone to Lyon 
county to examine the infected herds near 
Hartford. Lieut. Gov. Finney, Chairman 
of tbe Quarantine Commission * received to¬ 
day a dispatch from Gov. Giick asking that 
Dr. Trimbowen l>e rant to Eldorado. Butler 
county, to examine suspected herd* there. 
Tbe alarm has somewhat subsided, os it is 
generally believed the Quarantine Commis¬ 
sion can control matters till the Governor 
can convene the Legislature.

German (Athollc* flcrtnnlnc (he Erection of 
a l«60.000 Church on Twenty-third aud 
.Market Mreot*. 

The German Catholics of this city l>elong- 
ing to the pastorate of tbe Rev. Father Miller 
have purchased a site on Twenty-third and 
Market streets for a new church, to be called 
tbe church of St. Antemius, and havo gone 
quietly to work to begin the erection of a 
house of worship that will cost $6Q,‘O00, and 
be one of the most perfect in finLh 
aud appointment in the United States. The 
work of excavation for tbe foundation is be- 
iug rapidly pushed, and has not cost more 
than half of tbe estimated price, os many 
members of the congregation who are tempo¬ 
rarily out of employment have volunteered 
their services. Although tbe work will be 
pushed ah**ad with all possible dispatch, it 
will be about two years before it is com 
pletcd and ready for occupancy. Tbe build¬ 
ing will be of brick, with stone ornament 
mg, Gothic In design, and closely modeled 
after churches of the Twelfth century. It 
will havo a front of 77 feet on Market 
6treet aud a length of 86 feet. There will 
be one spire two hundred and ten feet high. 
Tbe foundation walls will l)© 30 inches thick 
and stink deep euough to boar tbe great 
weight they will support—that of the mate¬ 
rial in the spire alone will exceed 700 tons. 
The wall* or tho church above tho water-cap 
will be 22 inches thick, aud there will be 38 
large windows to light the interior. The 
stone will be brought from the well-known 
quarries of Bedford, Ind. The roof will be 
of slate, and the |n*ak will be BO feet above 
the Moor of tho ceuter aisle and 3*2 foet at the 
sides. The interior will tie ns handsomely 
finished as paint, skill nnd good taste can 
make it. The church, when completed, will 
seat 1,600 people.

Ferbnps no such widespread interest has 
been created by any such occurrence for 
yean, a* that of the death of Dr. Lunsford P. 
Yandell. The whole city was plunged in 
grief and astonishment, by tho intelligence of 
It is sudden demise, and expressions of regret 
were heard on every band. Among tho pfay- 
Mcunfs, especially, w-a* tbe blow felt. The 
face of each wore an air of gloom, and it was 
tbt* first mid only topic of their conversation. 

The first meeting to take any action upon 
the lamented death was that of tbe Faculty 
of tLn* Medical Department of the UniTendtv 
of Louisville. It was held yesterday alter- 
noou. and the following preamble and reso¬ 
lutions were offered aud adopted: 

WHritKAl. Tne »mldcu of our beloved 

colleague. Lunsford Put Yandell. Professor of 
the Soence and Art of Medlcin* ill tU« Medical 
Department of the University of Locisville. has 
overwhelmed us with deepest sorrow. To us. Id* 
colleagues, who have known him intimately, he 
s as endear# I by hi< genial end tuuny ri it* posit ion. 
his generous and noble impulse*, bis warm- 
liesrted frirndehip, his upright, honorable and 
maulv character. Y'e loved him becaura -.te 
knew him. ami because we loved him we cherish 
hi* memory and mourn his loss. 

In Prof. Yandelfis death the Unlrrrrlry of 
Louisville hns been deprived of one of her fimst 
dinilntruiftbed alumni, a mkiu and most da 
voted teacher and friend, r. brilliant and eloquent 
lecturer. The good of tbe University, her honor 
and glory, were ever dear to his heart. 
In her service he spent the l*e>it part 
of his life, end in her hrnulf ho put forth the* 
highest effort* of his gifted nature. HL illustri¬ 
ous father was on* of the founders of the Uni¬ 
versity, of which be in time became an ahimnu*, 
then a private teacher, and at last a Professor. 
In this capacity he added to the renow n of his 
Alma Mater by his spotless character, hi* earn- 
ehtnes* aud a'ttractivenc** as a teaoher. fully 
maintaining the honor of a name so long and 
justly celebrates! in the unnals of medicine. A* 
a pMysician ho was Miccessful in practice, and 
enjoyed in the fullest measure the confidence 
and affeettoo of nil c1os«ml He was greatly be¬ 
loved by hU numerous patient* for liis gentleness 
and sympathy, his kiudness and devotion to 
duty, a* well as for his varied and extensive 
learning und rare practical insight and skill. He 
was an original and independent thinker and a 
frequent contributor to the current literature of 
his profession. He wrote with facil¬ 
ity and grace, aud had the great gift 
of prevntiug in a clear and vigorous stylo 
whatever subject be wrote upon. Asa medical 
editor be wielded a marked and roo*t beneficial 
influence. The journal he conducted for so long, 
and which will ever he identified with his name, 
rose in popularity and power under hi-v active 
and able mannzeinwni It must continue one 
of tbe monuments which will perpetuate the 
memory of his virtues, his talents and his work.

THE MEDICAL SOCIETY. 

A meeting of the Medical Society of Louis¬ 
ville, of which the deceased was an active 
member, was held in the evening at tbe 
School Board chamber*. By a coincidence, 
it happened, also, to be tho regular night for 
the monthly meeting. The members present 
were: Drs. Scott, Reynolds, Bodine, Cotteil, 
Leber, Stucky, AYnlker, Henderson, Bailey, 
Clemmons, Yon Donhoff, Holland, Chester, 
Rogers, Wilson, Coomes, Vance, Owen and 
Doherty. 

It was opened by President Scott, who 
spoke briefly, a* follows: 

W« m»H to-night as physicians, but not to 
transact tbe ordinary routine of medical business. 
We meet under tbe pall of the shadow of death. 
We meet without the presence of a beloved and 
honored member whose death we can not yet 
realize. We half expect him at every fresh step. 
We mourn his death not alone ah men, but as 
physicians. You know he was a member of this 
society, for he always liked such bodies, and 
was ever desirous of promoting medical knowl¬ 
edge. He was always ready to apeak, and 
always his research** were directed to 
the alleviation of human suffering. I 
mourn him as a classmate, and I could speak 
feelingly and long of his connection with me aud 
with you all. I can ray that I never knew of him 
aught that was not gentleness and kindness. In 
all the deaths which have gone before, I conf( 
there has been none which so startled me as the 
death of this brother. I!e was the last mau I 
expected to die. Dr. Yandell was a good man. 

1 think 1 was as near to him &* any one over 
was, and I never heard him speak ill, or 
mean, or ungentlemanly of any one. He 
wa* a man who loved his fellow men, and who 
loved his fellow medical men. He may have 
spoken strongly of others, but this was because 
of his strong convictions and In his sayings 
there was nothing that was not gentlemanly and 
chivatric. We miss him as a man, as a fellow 
physician, and it is meet that we should to-night 
do something a* a testimonial of his death. As 
your presiding officer. 1 would suggest that our 
meeting be one of condolence and sympathy. 

At the conclusion of Dr. Scott’s address, 
Dr. Holland moved that a committee of five 
be appointed to draft suitable resolutions. It 
was adopted, and Drt. Holland, Builey, 
Leber, Walker and Henderson were ap¬ 
pointed by the chair. They submitted the 
following preamble and resoluliuus: 

Our late Vice President shall never again pre¬ 
side at our meetings. Lunsford P. Yandell is 
dead. Summoned, as we nre. to continue a de¬ 
bate in which he was expected to fake ail active 
part. It is pecullarlr painful to feel that in hi* 
absence a leading spirit has departed from our 
counsels. We have grown accustomed to count 
upon his ready tongtio and mellow voice as the 
means by which matured nnd forcible statements 
were presented. It is deeply distressing to know 
that it is our* no wore No more shall his 
humor engage, no more his rage reflections en¬ 
lighten. no more hi* winning manners make our 
joiut wav faring happier. Therefore. 

lie it rr»olr*d. That we transcribe these words 
of inexpressible sorrow lute the minutes of the 
society, ond that the family of our departed 
friend be assured that in them we but express a 
timall part of tbe sympathy and regret we keenly 
fed. 

After the resolutions had been adopted, 
Dr. J. W. Holland spoke briefly and elo¬ 
quently upon some of the leading traits of 
tne dead physician. In his opinion, Dr. 
Yandell was one of tbe leading investiga¬ 
tors of the dnv. He might have carried nif 
opinions too far. but he w a* always in most 
©xoellent company. It was ever his custom 
to experiment upon himself with drugs, and 
ho often told students that they should rut 
themselves in their patient’# place before 
they administered medicine of whose effects 
they were in ignorance. Tho speaker 
thought this a rare instance of self-sacrifice. 

Dr. J A. Octerlony made some brief re 
marks, as follows: 

I have been detained by urgent duties, and so 
was prevented from taking port at an earlier 
Ilnur in these rv*t*cises. 1 have thought of noth 
log since rbe death oi my friend rave tbo deso 
laiion and lov. which have come over me in hi* 
death It »oox years to bring us together and 
muko us under*! And one another, hut when he 
guvorviehis friendship «nd 1 offered him mine 
the gift was entire and forever. Since that day, 
nor the slightest cloud ha* cast a shadow upon 
our friendship: in thought, word and deed we 
were true to one another There is not on© 
among his numerous and devoted fnends whose 
grief id- more profound than mine; mv heart is 
rent asunder. The shock of this sudden and 
tearful calamity still agitaten my mind slid pre¬ 
vent* inv giving utterance to word* which might 
do Justice to bis virtue* and could adequately ex¬ 
press my grief. 

Dr. Dudlev 8. Reynolds said that in an 
eighteen-yean*‘ connection with the deceased 
ho had ever borne witness to the lendiug 
part which he had takou iu all professional 
duties. He was a member of this society 
nnd all olbt-rs great and small, withiu liu 
reach, and in each nnd all of them ho was a 
loader. Ho was a journalist of prominence, 
nud one of thu foremast in the profession. 
He wa*« a social mmi, nnd in society his con¬ 
duct wua ever as elsewhere. IN hatever dis¬ 
cussions he had had rvith hi* professional 
brethreu were ull carried on with perfect 
fairness and without personality. Tbe 
speaker had bad tho honor of kuowiug him 
intimately for tbo last ten yeatv, and tie felt 
that ho w as such a man as of whom few com 
uiumties could Boaj*t. 

Dr. J. M. Bodine w as called upon by the 
Chair, and responded with deep feeling. He 
bad been intimately connected with Dr. 
Yandell for many years, and in overy ex¬ 
cellent respect he know him to bo a most re¬ 
markable roan. His work was done with nil 
bis heart aud miud, aud left none 
of hi* energies unemployed. Constant 
in every department of professional labor, 
he bad also the highest veoeratiou for truth. 
He was courageous both intellectually and 
physically. Of late years be bod become 
somewhat skeptical of authorities, aud had 


lenmed to rely upon hini-clf. He was a 
roaritab'c roan No matter h»*w thoroughly 
h© wa* *atiGl»*d vf :'i*i wrong-doing of n 
brother h«» w»mjI 1 n*v*r u.a ui punishing 
him, but bv wuk slway# rt-ndy to forgivound 
forget. 

Dr. Cootne* fr.iid Hint could scarctlr 
realize the death uf a mau whom he’had m* 
rtM-anlly s*©u iu the tm*-t pertert pb/Gcal 
health. He msntioned h-.-iring n |*etura 
which for aptne-^ nnd lucidity he had never 
knowy surpassed. No one coul I feel hi* 
death more than be, though they had often 
dill*red on political and other questions. 

Dr. (hveu follow oil with a few word* of 
appreciation of the dead physician and his 
works. 

Dr. Bailev desired to add hi* testimony to 
Dr. Yandel 1 ’sexcellence*. Hu benevolence 
w as characteristic. He cani a B» the front 
everywhere, and. without bis assumption, 
men yielded uim the fir *x piaev. 

Dr. Cotteil, at tL*» requeat of til© society, 
repented from memory a Brief note, which 
wa>» the Inst wril-ug (hat. Dr. Yandell per 
formed previous to his death, it accompan¬ 
ied a present of n box o t cigars, und wo* 
written in a grateful and pootic etyio. 
the coLiJtok or m yeicjanh. 

Upon motion tho society adjourned, aud 
tbe College of Physician* and hurgeotn, an 
other society, and the oldest it* the city, wa* 
called to ordc- by it*, Pr- tu. nr. Dr. A. Tal¬ 
bott Owen. Dr. Yandell >wa* a member cf 
this body, as had b^n mUo hi* father. L. F. 
Yandell, Sr., tb© renowned Gr»>, Henry 
Milter, Austin Flint atid other physicians, 
whose tamo ba* long s.nce bccoraa na¬ 
tional.

One of the most sensational failures that 
have happened in this city for many a day oc¬ 
curred yesterday. D. K. Mason, one of the 
best known tobacco warehousemen in the 
city, assigned to Mr. Harry Stucky. The 
causes that led up to the assignment make a 
long story. It Is the old tale of speculation 
and the u»e of money that was not 
bene&Liy obtained to indulge in a wild mania 
for gambling. The bm-ket-sbops have an¬ 
other victim to add to their long list. Ma¬ 
son's storv Is not uuinteresting. 

He was born on a farm in Logan county, 
Kentucky, about forty live years ago. and 
ts connected with the best people there. 
After a few years’ experience as a 
business man iu Russellville, he 
moved to Paducah and got into 
the tobacco warehouse business. He made 
a success for a time, but for some cause or 
other faded about live years ago. The fail¬ 
ure was surrounded by some mysterious cir¬ 
cumstances, aud there were monv who were 
not slow in making uncharitable remarks. 
Mason determined to leave Paducah and 
come to Louisville. 

He arrived in this city in 1879, and at 
once began a career that for a time was ex 
traordinanly successful. He bad no money 
and but few friends, and had to labor under 
tho disadvantage of having gone down under 
a cloud; yet he fouud men and money to 
back him. No man was more energetic, 
more public spirited, more interested in all 
public enterprises than Mason. No man's 
hand weut into his pocket quicker or went 
into it deeper for a charitable purpose 
than did Masou's. A jovial, heavy set, 
swarthy-faced man, who liked a good story 
and a good dinner, and iho goud things of 
life:amau wLo bod no nerves and was 
willtug to risk eternity on the toss of the die; 
a mnu who did not seem to know* the value 
of hi* own money’, nor of othof people's 
money; and withal a man of untiring energy 
ami pu&h. This was Mason. He rented 
tho largo warehouses on Main street, 
near Ninth, painted, fitted them out and 
started iu to do a rustling business. "I have 
only $500 to start on. but I will be able to 
do a business of 10,000 hogsheads a year,." 
be boasted laughingly to a gentleman. It 
was a characteristic remark, and shows the 
mau’s courage, audacity and push. Ho be¬ 
came popular among the tobacco men, and 
was oloeted for severul consecutive year* 
Vice President of the Louisville Tobacco 
Board. He joined several secret and insur¬ 
ance societies, and took a lvadmg position in 
all of them. He bernme a Director iu the 
Knights of Honor Templo Company. Ho j 
w us balloted for as n Director of tho Board 
of Trade, and came withlu a few votes of 
being elected. 

It was rumored about at leugtu that be 
was speculating very heavily. Stories were 
told of bow ho made and lost 

THOUSANDS IN A SINGLE DEAL. 

Tho man's norve and dash and success in¬ 
spired confidence m others, and many safe 
busine?* men who would as t-oon be seen it. a 
faro batik us» a bucket-shop quietly intrusted 
Mason with a few hundred, ami trusted to 
his judgment lo bet it for them on the rise or 
fall or grain. lie had a run of 
luck for uwhile. and it is said 
that ho won about $‘!0,<XK) in 
a few weeks on wheat. Succor emboldened 
him, and he plunged deeper and deeper into 
speculation. A few weeks ago it was whis¬ 
pered about that Mason was in straitened 
circumstances, that be had met with heavy 
losses, and that he would hardly be able to 
pull through. These rumors reached the 
ears of the bank officials, and they began to 
investigate Thou the whole disgraceful 
and dishonest story was discovered. It was 
found that halt the banks iu the city had 
been victimised, and 

THE WAY IT WAS DONE 

was exceedingly simple. When a tobacco- 
raiser or dealer seuds his tobacco to a ware¬ 
house a receipt is given him and the ware¬ 
houseman keeps a receipt himself. These 
receipts aro known to Lusiue»s men and to 
the law as °warehouse receipts.’ 1 Of 
course if a warehouseman has a re¬ 
ceipt for 100 hogsheads of tobacco he 
has little trouble in going to any bank 
and hypothecating it for money. Mason 
gave the banks any quantity of these re¬ 
ceipts. When tho banks beard the rumors 
that were floating about they began to in¬ 
vestigate, and found that there wa.v no to- 
bacco to show for the receipts. They had 
beeu swindled out of their money, and swin¬ 
dled after u very bold and simple fashion. 

Tho first man to suspect Mason among the 
banking j>eoplo was Mr. John E. Green, 
President of the Second National Bank. 

“He caught us for between $7,000 and 
$8,000,*’ said Mr. Green last nignt. “I told 
our people not to tru*t him any further, aud 
set on foot an investigation. We were under 
the impression that be did all bis banking 
business with u-. W© soon found out that 
ho war dealing with othor banks as well 
as with us. A further investigation 
showed that Mason's warehouse re¬ 
ceipts were worthless, and I swore 
out a wnrrant against him. The 
Kentucky law is very severe on this sub¬ 
ject.” continued Mr. Orton, "and according 
to it Ma*ou has been 

CU'lLTY OK A FELONY.

The warrant w as put into tho hands of 
Detective* Tiller and Lindsey, and about 6 
o’clock Mason wa* brought to C entral *t.v 
tion.

Louts Seel back going on his bond. There Is 
no way of arriving at the amount of rnouay 
that Mason owes. 

CASHIER LEECH’S STATEMENT. 

"He owes our bank*" said Mr. James 
IakicIi, Cashier of the Louisville Tity Nation¬ 
al, “about $7,0UU. We are safe ou $4,000 
of fhi>. Wo have good lining nod good se- 
•ecurity fur it. due bulauce is on ware- 
hou^e receipts, and I suppose w© will have to 
looee it. I am taking the matter philosopbi- 
cally. I know of no foresight that 
could have avoided it. The man wa* 
a rascal, aud we ut course didn’t know 
it. Mason told in© to day that 


we were in a much better tlx than th© rest 
of the bank*. Judging from that he must 
have cut a very wide swath. I nm some¬ 
thing of a tobacco smoker myself, but this 
Yuan used tobacco in a way that would make 
an tho smokers in this city turn pale with 
envy. Why. there is nothing left of whole 
hogsheads of tobacco; they huve vauished 
into thiu air.” 

“Yon bad a scene with Mason this morn¬ 
ing. did you not!" 

“I did that. I went down to his ware¬ 
house look in? for the tobacco for which l 
held the receipts, and 1 didn’tfind it. 1 vvas 
indignant, aud told Mason ju»t what I 
thought of such rascally nrocoodings. 1 
didn't mince matters, cither. ’ 

"What did bo say 

"He told me a confused story about his 
account being all right. Ho said he had a 
lot of money coming to him from country 
buyers, and he would be able to squaro mat¬ 
ters up." 

Tbo other banks t hat are said to bo caught 
for various sums are the Gennau National, 
the Fourth National and the Louisvillo 
Banking Company. A reporter visited Mr. 
Kutiinger, of the German National, but his 
sou, who came to the door, refused to talk 
or arouse hi* lather, who was asleep. The 
people of Mr. C. W, Warren, of tbo Fourth 
Natioual, also refused to awaken him, and 
Mr Theodore Harris, of tho Louisville 
Banking Company, was not to b© found. 

A gentleman who has 60 iue knowledge of 
Mason's methods says bis liabilities will foot 
up $50,000. His assets will hardly be ten 
per cent, of that stira. 

Mr Harry Stucky, Mason’s Alienee, 
says they will be able to form some estimate 
to-day when th© books will be examined. 
Mason, in his deed of assignment, mentions 
a house in Adair county which is said to bo 
worth a couple of thousand dollars. 

AN INTERVIEW WITH MR. MASON. 

A reporter paid two vi<its to Mr. 
Masou’s residence, on Broadway, near 
Floyd, last night, in the hope of seeing 
that gentleman aud getting a statement 
from him. At the first visit u lady informed 
the newspaper man that Mr. Masou was not 
at home, to call later. But a second visit 
was made about midnight, nnd this time tho 
search was not fruitless. After one or two 
strong pulls at the door bell, a window wa> 
beard to raise on the side of the house and a 
voice somewhat boars© and muffled came 
from a wbite-envelopcd figure, demanding 
“who was tberef" The reporter walked 
around to the side of the bouse and undor 
the window, and tho following conversation 
toon place: 

"Is Mr. Mason in!" 

“Yes.” 

"Can he l>© seen for a moment on very im¬ 
portant bumnevi?" 

“Tuis is Mr. Mason. What do you want'” 

The reporter had not expected to see the 
gentleman at all, and of course this recep¬ 
tion was somewhat of a surprise. But re¬ 
covering, the interview proceeded, with no 
spectator or listener, except a lonesome- 
looking cat on the fence. 

' ‘The reports received of your failure are 
very sensational. Mr Mason; would you like 
to make a statement!" 

"I have no statement to make.” 

"How about the report that you deposited 
warehouse receipts and drew on them when 
you did not hare th© tobacco!” 

“There is nothing in it. Our failure wa* 
a fair and snuare one, and an assignee will 
be appointed, w ho will make a statement for 
the public at the proper time. Until then 1 
have nothing to say. ’ 

“Mr. Mason, how much did you go under 
for:*’ 

But this question was hoard only by the 
lonesomo cat on thn fence, as the gentleman 
suddenly remembered that the night air was 
chilly, and pulled down the window with a 
bang before the sentence was more than half 
uttered.

Seated near tbo front in tho congregation 
were Drs. Weaver, Gray and Manly, Bap 
list; Drs. Hobbs ntnl Walk, Christian, and 
Dr, Browder, Methodist. Tho congregation 
was largely composed of business men, with 
their families. Dr. Witherspoon, of the 
local committee, presided. A little after 8 
o’clock th© committee, composed of Col. 
Robert Cowden, State Secretary of th© 
United Brethren of Ohio; Mr. B. F. Jacobs, 
Baptist, real-estate mnu of Chicago; Mr. J. 

C. Courtney. Methodist, railroad official of 
Atlanta, Ga., and Mr. W. H. levering. 
Baptist, of I^ifayett©, Iud., wore escorted 
to the platform. Three of this sub-commit¬ 
tee on place and programme of meeting— 
Rev. TV. B. Barnett, Lutheran, of Des 
Moines, la.; Hon. Daniel McOlane, Presby¬ 
terian. of Toronto, Can., and Rev. C. D. 
Oliver, of Alabama—were absent.

"If Dr. Broadus,” he continue^” is pres¬ 
ent, be will pleas© com© to th© platform. 
After singing 'Nearer, My God, to Tboe’ 
you will be addressed by Mr. Jacobs.” 

Dr. Broadus failed to como forward. 
When the song ended, Dr Witherspoon said: 
'Mr. Jacobs desires that you shall boar first 
from Col. Cowden, of Ohio, who will now 
address you.” 

Col. Robt. Cowden, a large-framed, hand¬ 
some gentleman, with iron-gray hair und 
full whiskers except his upper lip, spoke, 
saying: 

"Sometimes the question asked, What is 
the International Sunday-school Conven¬ 
tion! What does it propose to do! 1 pro¬ 
pose, in a few moments, to attempt to 
answer these, as even here in Louisville 
1 suppose such questions will frequently be 
asked. Growing out of the Suuday-school 
revival of Robert Ralkes, the Loudon Bun- 
day-school Union arose to complete the 
work done. Some sixty years ago the Amer¬ 
ican Sunday Union began to perform such 
work in America. I need not try to tell 
what thuy liuvo done. Just last year they 
organized H,BOO Sunday-schools, with 80,000 
cbildreu, in destitute places uuavailable to 
the reach of denominational efforts. 

"The International Sunday-school Con¬ 
vention follows the American, and thick¬ 
ens up the work. The same terri¬ 
tory is occupied. Tuis convention 
was first uatiouiU. Nino years ago, 
by taking iu IL® British American 
provinces, it became international. It meets 
trieuuially, 1ms so met ever since 1801). It 
works by organizing State conventions, 
which erganire county conventions, these or¬ 
ganize townships and these organize commit¬ 
tees who go from house to house; thus wo 
lay our hands upon the head of every child 
iu the land. What are the result*? Taken 
single instance. In an inland agricultural 
county of average intelligence three years 
agojthere were forty-five schools and no Bun- 
day-school Union. They didn’t think they 
needed any. At our suggestion sixteen men 
met on a cold winter day and organ¬ 
ized and appointei a time for a convention. 
The convention met at th© eouoty town. 
There were 45 from outside the tow n and 17 
from the town—not enough from tbo town 
to entertain th© strangers. Tb© county was 
largely German and decidedly Homan 
Catholic. Now, there are DO Sunday- 
schools, a number of Protestant churches 
have been planted there, and on© of every 
thn.*© of in© population of that county ai- 
tomls Sunday-school. This is a record not 
surpassed anywhere. In the whole land, 
only one of ©very seven attend Sunday- 
school. We want you all lo join us in our 
work. I-et Us all join hand-4. This is tb© 
work of the convention which meets in your 
city. It Is to bring every man, woman und 
rbi’lrt to the Lord Jesus t hrist. Your meet¬ 
ing tonight is remarkable. Brother Jacobs 
just sa^tl to m© that we could not have gath¬ 
ered such an audience in Chicago ou a w eek¬ 
day night for such a purpose." 

br. Witherspoon *-aid, “We will now hear 
from Mr. Jacob*,” presenting him os be 
spoke.
